Chief among thr many changes in the business center was the removal 
of the old gate-tenders' shanty with the substitution of electrically controlled 
gates for the old manually operated variety. With the gate-tenders' shanty 
went the old Police Box at the Winchester I>rug corner, the traffic lights now 
being controlled by an officer on the upper floor of the new brick traffic tow- 
er substantially on the site of the old shanty. How well the new setup will 
function is something for 1941 to decide. Doubts have been expressed by 
many well acquainted with traffic problems and the human element in the 
square. 

The general appearance of the center has been greatly improved by new 
store fronts installed at the Splendid Lunch. Hcvey's Pharmacy, Winchest et 
News Company, Randall's and Richardson's Market. Randall's and Rich- 
nrdson's have been completely remodelled inside so that in appearance they 
are entirely new. Extensive renovation and improvements were carried out 
in the other stores, and several apartments were opened over Richardson's. 

Aside from the improvement! in the center and the general building, 
the handsome new Miller Memorial Tower and Chimes were completed at th - 
Church of the Epiphany, adding much to the appearance of the building. The 
tower and chimes were dedicated Nov. IT. 

Other changes which will be more apparent as time goes on are the 
breaking up of the Stephen C. Langloy estate opposite the Country Club on 
Mystic Lake into the Brooksniouth development, and the division of the 
huge Peter Brooks estate on Grove street overlooking the lake into Brooks 
Park. Many memories of by-gone years attach to these beautiful estates. 
' Although actual operations have not commenced, plans were sent out 
and preliminary steps taken for a big new development north of the cent' !' 
where property from the Palate Lunch through the old Cannonball Hotel 
la to be razed to make way for a big super market to be occupied by the First 
National Stores.

Miss Cora A. Quimby, long 
charge of the Winchester Public 
brary until her retirement Jan. 1, 
1940, died at her home on the Park- 
Way yesterday noon. She had been in 
poor health for a long period. She 
was librarian at the town library for 
52 years at the time of her retire- 
ment. Miss Quimby was in her 8<»th 
year. She was tendered a public re- 
ception at the observance of her 50th 
anniversary with the library in 1938. 

Cora Ardellc Quimby was born in 
the same frame house where she died 
at 185 Mystic Valley Parkway. Her 
parents were Edna J. Sargent and 
Alfred Washington Quimby. Coming 
to Winchester from New Hampshire 
in 1851. they lived for a time in what 
is now called Ridgeway. In 1860 they 
purchased the dwelling on Walnut 
street which is now known as tho 
Parkway. No other family has ever 
lived in that house. 

Miss Quimby attended the public 
schools of Winchester, graduating 
with the class of '79 from Winches- 
ter High School. Her early recollec-

Here are the conditions of the con- 
test: All designs must be drawn, 
either free-hand or mechanically, in 
black ink on white paper or illustra- 
tion board. The emblem need not in- 
clude any lettering. The design may 
be any shape, may include any de- 
sired subject matter, and may be 
drawn at any convenient size. It 
must, however, be well drawn and be 
appropriate in every way for use by 
the Art Association. ( It must also 
be drawn with a thick enough line 
so that ft can be reduced to a 4ine cut 
not over one inch square without 
loss of effectiveness. This means that 
if the original drawintr is, for ex- 
ample, six inches square, all lines 
should be almost one sixteenth of an 
inch thick, or even thicker. If the

SOME HIGHLIGHTS OF 1940 IN WINCHESTER 
(Continued from page 1) 

Also of civic interest was the fact that the Committee of the National 
Resources Planning Board chose Winchester for the study of efficient and 
economical methods of administration. Winchester was the first town chosen ! 
because of "its excellence methods of procedure and its complete records." | 

Through the efforts of Lewis Parkhurst. the Rotary Club and other in- 
terested citizens the New Hope Baptist Church was able to burn its mort- 
gage and own its church home free of debt. 

The Christopher Columbus Club, composed of Italian residents, com- 
pleted and dedicated its new building and clubhouse on Raymond Place. 

Financially significant in a civic sense was the fact that Winchester | 
over-subscribed its quota and raised $:il,200.(M) for the Greater Boston Com- 
munity Fund Drive. The annual Fn Ka Street Fair grossed $7,7. r ». r >.l>5, clear- 
ing $3,134.33, At the end of the fiscal year not a single Winchester water bill 
remained unpaid. 

Winchester's international civic mindedness was evinced by the raising 
of funds to provide a trailer-ambulance for Winchester. England, and a roil- 
ing kitchen for Britain. Some ten or more English evacuee children are liv- 
ing in Winchester homes. 

Other Items of Civic Interest 

The entire town was interested in the First Congregational Church's 
observance of its 100th anniversary from May 12-19, and in the 26th anni- 
versary of Dr. Howard J. Chidley's pastorate. The Ladies' Western Mis- 
sionary Union celebrated its centennial and dissolved. The Unitarian So- 
ciety celebrated its 75th anniversary in Winchester during 1940. 

In tiie religious field June 3, 1940, marked the death of Rev. Aloysius S. 
Malone, Pastor of St. Mary's Church, His successor is Rev. John P. O'Rior- 
dan, formerly Pastor of the Blessed Sacrament Church in Walpole. Other 
new ministers of town churches are Rev. Charles N'oyes at the Second Con- 
gregational Church and Rev. Paul Harmon Chapman who came to the Uni- 
tarian Church to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of Rev. George 
Hale Reed, minister there for 20 years. 

Miscellaneous Events 

A novel feature of last year's graduation at Winchester High School 
was the presentation of a diploma to bed-ridden John Farley, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Thomas Farley of Indian Hill. Young Farley had been in the Rob- 
ert Bent Brigham Hospital for two years prior to his graduation, but con- 
tinued his studies and was given his diploma at the hospital by Principal 
Wade L. Grindle, 

Mrs. Henry W. Hildreth of this town, president of the State Federation 
of Women's Clubs, presided at the annual convention in Swampscott during 
May. Another Winchester woman, Mrs. Raymond Merrill, was elected 
treasurer of the Federation. 

Mr. Joshua Phippen, after serving in an active capacity for 62 years, 
was named honorary curator of Essex Institute in Salem. Mr. Francis R. 
Mullin. B. C. 1900, was elected the first president of the newly formed Mys- 
tic Valley Boston College Club. Mr. Lewis Parkhurst. generally regarded .s 
the town's leading citizen, and Mrs. Parkhurst observed their 60th wedding 
anniversary on Sunday, Nov. 17, with an open house for the town at their 
home on Oak Knoll. 

Winchester was obliged to change its Zoning By-Laws as a result of the 
ruling by the full bench of the State Supreme Court, the members of whicn 
decided in connection with the Marches! bowling alley case that the said by- 
laws cannot under the enabling statute guarantee financial levels of properly 
in Town. The court in one decision ordered the town to grant a permit for 
the erection of the building to house the alley. In another it upheld the Se- 
lectmen's refusal to grant a license for the actual operation of the alley. Re- 
cently the Board lias granted a license for an alley at a new location. What 
will result from this action is yet to be seen. 

Winchester had its worst snow storm and blizzard for 25 years on Feb. 
1-1 with a snow-fall of from 17 inches to four feet. During the summer a 
three alarm fire destroyed the big barn on the farm of Mr. John II. Irw.i 
at 39 Ridge street, burning 2."> tons of hay, two horses and Id pigs, the whole 
valued at from $6000 to $8000. 

Winchester's young manhood registered for the Selective Service Draft 
Oct. 16, 1940, the first .">4 names were drawn Oct. 28, and the first draftees 
left for camp Nov. 20. 

Maurice Dinneen, Winchester's building inspector ami agent of the 
the Board of Health resigned as of Nov. 1 after 32 years' service. On Jan. 
."> occurred the death of George H. Fust is. former town treasurer and for :S7 
years chairman of the Library Trustees, having the longest re-.ord of con- 
tinuous service in an elective office since the town's incorporation in I860.

Saigon, mentioned in recent dis- 
patches as a potential objective aloni*: 
any Japanese drive to the south, is 
about 700 airline miles northeast of 
Britain's vital Eastern base at Sing- 
apore, says a special bulletin from 
the Xational Geographic Society. 
Between Saij-on and the N'atoena Is- 
lands nearest of the ijth Netherlands 
Indies group, is a distance of less 
than 500 miles. In terms of average 
bombing time ait the rate oi 250 miles 
an hour, a base located on the island 
of Great N'atoena (Naturna) would be 
roughly an hour and a half away 
from Singapore. 

Former Capital of Entire Dependency 

Saigon is the present capital of 
Cochin-China, one of the five provin- 
ces of French Indo-China, whose 
leading northern cities are already 
under Japanese occupation. Cochin - 
China is the smallest and southern- 
most of the provinces. Some 2<5,000 
square miles in area, it extends be- 
yond the rest of the Indo-China pen- 
insula to form itself a smaller taper- 
ing peninsula, facinsr British Malaya 
across the Gulf of Siam. It is one of 
the world's most prolific rice -grow- 
ing areas. 

Until 1902 Saigon was the capital 
of Prance's entire dependency of 
Indo-China, a vast, rich, and popul- 
ous region covering some 286,000 
Bfjuare. mile--. At that time, as the 
port and chief city of a fanning and 
fishing province, Saigon was consid- 
ered less suitable as an administra- 
tive center than the more industrial- 
ized Hanoi. So the capital was shift- 
ed to northern Hanoi, now in Japan- 
ese hands. i 

Saigon, however, is still headquar- 
ters for two chambers of French ln- 
do-China's Court of Anneals, as well

TEPELENI. ALBANIA WHERE 
ITALIANS STAND 



Greek forces are reported driving 
tarts toward Tepeleni, which is said 
t». be the advance outpost of the line 
whjri the Italians are planning to 
BBinntain along the Shkumbi (Shkuin- 
im ) £jvcr. 

T/.i importance of the village of 
Tepe&ani is its strategic position 
wfcicii dominates the roads to Valo- 
na, Kt-lcyTa and Argirocastro, say- a 
bulletin from the National Geogra- 
phic Society. 

Valona is connected with Tepeleni 
k»y a motor highway built by the 
Italians during the World War. The 
road covers the 55 miles from the 
port to Tepeleni. 

Her, Ruled All Pa*ha 

The bran) is approached only by 
narrow passes which the Italians are 
reported covering with artillery bat- 
teries and machine-gun nests high on 
the mountainsides. It commands the 
valleys of the Voiussa, Drin and Ben- 
sa Rivers. 

Tepeleni lias a population of 500. 
divided between Christians and Mos- 
lems, with a large number of gypsy 
^families. It ;s located on a plateau 
.about i)40 feet above sea level and 
mere than 200 feet above the \ oius- 
»a Rivvr. and was severely shaken by 



earthquake 20 years ago. It is sur- 
rounded by mountains. 

This small tu\ ., nas the distinction 
of possessing the most extensive ruin 
in Albania, the great castle of Ali 
Pasha, the Lion of Tepeleni, who be- 
came the most powerful pasha of 
the Ottoman Empire, allied with Na- 
poleon. He was the undisputed mas- 
ter of Epirus, Albania and Thessaly, 
if any Balkan territory was under 
undisputed control at the beginning 
of tile past century. 

Ali's father was the hereditary bey 
of Tepeleni and the town was heid 
in feudal tenure under the Pashas 
of Berat, Alia father had succeeded 
to the inheritance by the simple ex- 
pedient of murdering his two olck-r 
brothers. Ali. before his own assas- 
sination is reputed to have garnered 
vast treasure, that in the fortress at 
Tepeleni at one time being valued at 
SIO.OOO.OOO. 

It was in 1809 that Byron first saw 
the "glittering minarets" of Tepe- 
leni on his visit to Ali Pasha, de- 
scribed at some length in Childe Ha- 
rold. The ancient Greek name of 
the town was Antigonea.

5. An unusually fine collection of oils I 
by New England artists is now hung 
in the library art gallery and will bp ! 
open to the public throughout the 
month during library hours. Those 
exhibiting include Charles Curtis Al- 
) len, Henry H. Brooks, Carroll Bill. 
! John F. Fnser, Aldro T. Hibbard, 
j William J. Kaula. Marion P. Sloane, 
j Frank Vining Smith, Robert Strong 
i Woodward and Stanley Woodward. 
The gallery talk at the meeting 
was given by Prof. Frederick K. Mor- 
ris of the faculty at the Massachu- 
setts Institute (>f Technology who 
chose as his subject, "Who Are the ; 
Artists'.'" The large gathering of 
numbers and guests all agreed that 
his talk was one of the most delight- 
ful and yet instructive that had ever 
been their privilege to blear. 

Professor Morris prefaced his re- 
marks by saying that the pictures 
were the artists and went on to point i 
out that in his opinion art was only 
art to the viewer when they enjoyed 
the creation. He defined the two j 
modes of thinking as "permissive 1 
thinking" and "compulsory thinking." i 
In the first realm was art which al- 
lowed one to think as one pleasied 
without argument or fact while the \ 
second requires that one conform to 
ktiown facts or he an outcast in his 
chosen field or socii ty as a whole. 

Professor Morris sketched briefly 
the historical background of art and 
artists taking the early times when ' 
the world was much in turmoil among | 
smaller tribes when an artist had no 
place. Either a man was a soldier or | 
peasant — the latter, however, may | 
have wished to create. The feudal 
period then followed when every 
man was labeled and artists found 
their places. Artists- then were tal- 
j ented in other fields as well. Finally 
the Victorian period when artists 
held high regard in society. Today 
there are so many fields and careers 
! open to a man that many great ar- 
' tists are in professions or science or 
other work. These same men in 
1 earlier times might have been simply 
great artists ami nothing more. He 
concluded that we should be thankful 
that there was and always will be 
men like the artists whose pictures 
were hung in the gallery who for- 
sook all other field:-, for their paint- 
ing. 

Then Professor Morris turned to the I 
other school of so-called "artists" who | 
have sprung up in the latter day due 
to publicity. Those groups who have 
little or no talent except exhibition- 
ism and who cling to the coat tails 
of one or two great artists and "im- 
prove their work." These groups 
wipe out all art except the primi-

LEAGl E OF WOMEN VOTERS 



The League of Women Voters hel l 
a special meeting at the home of Mrs. 
Theodore Browne, Monday afternoon, 
Jan. <i. 

At this time the Department of 
Government and Economic Welfare 
gave a very brief summarv of the 
material studied in tile course on 
Public Health. Mrs. Theodore Mon- 
roe explained the diverse and essen- 
tial health services now sponsored by 
the Federal Government. This was 
followed l>v brief report by Mrs. Mal- 
colm Nichols on the findings and rec- 
ommendations of the National Health 
Conference and the proposed exten- 
sion of the Federal Health program 
as incorporated in the Wagner Health 
Bill S 1620. This bill has at present 
been referred to th e committee o;i 
Education and Labor for study. it 
is being increasingly realized that the 
health of the nation is one of the vi- 
tal elements in the defense of the 
nation and therefore the Wagner 
Health bill may become one of the 
important pieces of legislation for , 
consideration of the next Congress. 

The last unit of the course was 
concerned with school health pro- 
grams. Mrs. William Spaulding re- 
ported briefly on the class study of 
physical examinations in the schools. 
In Winchester, as throughout the 
country, tin- large number of dental 
defects found constitute a serious 
problem, A studv was also made of 
health education. To enlarge upon 
this subject the committee secured 
the principal speaker of the afternoon 
Miss Jean Latimer, of the Child Hy- 
giene Division of the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, who 
gave a very stimulating talk on the 
subject, "A Community Health Edu- 
cation Plan." 

Miss Latimer emphasized the im- 
portance of co-operation by all agen- 
cies concerned in health education; 
to learn what work is being done and 
to plan for rilling in the gaps. She 
also pointed out the necessity for 
combining education and services. Us- 
ing the correction of dental defects 
as an example, she stressed the im- 
portance not onlv of educating pa- 
rents and children in the care of the 
teeth, but also of providing clinic 
treatment for those children whose pa- 
rents are unable to pay for private 
care. 

After a question period tea was 
served.

Mrs. P. B. Chamberlain discussed 
in a concise and interesting manner 
the second class of United States cit- 
izens unable to enjoy the rights guar- 
anteed them, the share-croppers, 
whose lot is far worse than the dwell- 
er- <>f the city slums. In 1934 there 
were iii the South eight million share 
croppers. 5 million white, three mil- 
lion negro, with over one million in 
six southern states absolutely illiter- 
ate. At that time th • yearly income 
was $212 for the labor of an entire 
family. Finallv the share croppers 
revolted in Arkansas and out of blood- 
shed, oppression and slavery the co- 
operative farm came into being. 
This co-operative farming is_ prov- 
in<- successful and a salvation for the 
share-croppers. 

Mrs. H. K. Moore gave a very en- 
lightening account of fascist activi- 
ties and fascist, leaders in the United 
States, pointing out that the Di IS 
Committee will curb them. She also 
advised that aliens be ready to un- 
dertake full obligations of citizenship 
before becoming United States citi- 
zens. 

The club is indebted to Mrs. Hatch, 
Miss Emerson, Mrs. Chamberlain and 
Mrs. Moore, who put so much time and 
thought into making this an inspir- 
ing program; so that those, who had 
been unable to join .he study group, 
were, nevertheless, able to grasp the 
main theories and objectives.

Apparatus Held I p as Motorists Jam 
All Roads 

An old bam and hog-shed on the 
former Pierce property in the new 
Wilton Development opposite the 
farmhouse at the Winchester Coun- 
try flub burned down late Monday 
afternoon as local fire apparatus 
sought vainly to work their way 
through roads jammed with motor- 
ists all intent on witnessing what 
they thought was a big fire. 

The building destroyed was of lit- 
tle, if any, value, and Chief David If. 
DeCourcy of the Fire Department 
told the Star that apparently the fire 
which destroyed it had an incendiary 
origin. The Chief was also emphatic 
in stating that traffic conditions were 
the worst he had yet encountered in 
his constantly growing battle with 
sight-si eing motorists. Hutchinson 
road was jammed with two lines of 
traffic from Ridge street and Old Mys- 
tic street was also crowded with cars, 
many motorists hein" attracted by 
the fire as they were driving along 
Mystic and Cambridge streets. 

The Fire Department was a bit 
late in getting started to the fire, due 
to the fact that none of several in- 
formers who phoned Central Station 
could tell were it was. The first exact 
information obtained was from an 
operator at the local telephone ex- 
change who notified the station that 
a Winchester subscriber had phoned 
the Arlington Fire Department of a 
fire in the new Wilton development 
above the Country Club. Engine 2 
started immediately for that location 
about 5:42 o'clock, and a few minutes 
later Arlington Box 395 sounded, a 
box answi red by Winchester under 
the mutual aid system. Winchester's 
Rox 144 sounded at 5:50, calling out 
the rest of the local apparatus, but 
the men might just as well have re- 
mained at quarters, for all roads to 
the fire were jammed with private 
cars and it was practically impossible 
to get the big fire t nicks through. 
Manv. if not all, call firemen were 
prevented by jammed traffic from 
reaching the fire until too late to be 
of any assistance. 

Fortunately the old barn and shed 
was of no particular value, but had 
one of the new homes or some of the 
Country Club property been ablaze, 
the result would have been the same. 
The firemen could not have gotten 
their apparatus to the actual scene of 
the fire, nor could they have worked 
effectively had they succeeded in 
plowing through the thrill-seekers' 
cars. 

The firemen had a hard time get- 
ting through the crowd at the Irwin 
fire last summer, but Monday's ex- 
perience is the worst yet encountered.

)■ Over 90 per cent of the motorists 
of Massachusetts favor a change in 
the compulsory structure to penal- 
ize the reckless minority and reduce 
the rates for the careful driver; based 
on a questionnaire survey made 
among motorists by the Boston Auto- 
mobile Club, division of the AAA. 
For six months the AAA question- 
naires were distributed at random to 
motorists and covered many ques- 
tions on motoring issues. The insur- 
ance question was "Do you favor the 
merit system to raise "the insurance 
rates of reckless drivers and lower 
the rates for the careful non-accident 
driver?" 

The first 50,000 ballots counted 
showed over 45,000 favor a merit 
svstem. 

Under the present rate setup, all 
drivers, good or bad., pay the same 
rates according to residence zones. 

Insurance records show about four 
per cent of the drivers are the reck- 
less minority in Massachusetts but 
96 per cent of the drivers have no 
accidents or claims. In other words.

j in the Commonwealth, about four per

9894 about $25,000,000, a year. The 
AAA clubs believe the threat of 
' higher rates would immediately curb 
I the reckless minority and make the 
highways safer. 

The "merit system" would continue 
the present zone svstem. The 19 
Massachusetts insurance companies 
would be allowed to make their own 
rates in competition, automatically 
giving good drivers lower rates, and 
raiding rates of the reckless minorit". 

A Board of Appeal, appointed by 
the Governor, would include a repre- 
sentative of the motorists, the insur- 
ance companies and the general pub- 
lic. 

Every motorist would have the 
right of appeal to the board on zone 
rates. The Board would have the 
power to order any company to 
write insurance at zone rate and. 
most important, may fix a surcharge 
or atlditional premium on the reck- 
less driver with a bad accident rec- 
ord. 

Kmohasis is placed by the AAA 
clubs on the fact that in no com- 
munity or zone would the present 
rates be raised; the ame rate struc- 
ture would a^nly, with the provision 
that the reckless minority would be 
called to pay for their accidents., in 
effect, by higher rates.

Tuesday, Jan. 14, in Miami. Fla., was 
the father of Mrs. John R. Ordway 
of Main street.

Mr. Ellis was the holder of 800 
patents, the third largest number in 
the history of the United States 
Patent Office.

DISTRICT NURSE DEMONSTRATING BABY'S BATH 



Visiting Nursing Service in the 
home is availabe to anyone living in 
Winchester. This service is available 
between 8 a. m. and 5 p. m. and of- 
fers a ideal solution to patients who 
need part time skilled nursing care 
in their own homes. It is rendered 
by graduate, registered nurses. All 
calls are answered but care is given 
only under the direction of a physi- 
cian. 

Question: Who calls the nurse? 

Answer: Anyone may call the nurse 
the physician, the family, neighbor, 
friend or agency. 

Q. How long does she stay? 

A: Ijong enough to carry out the 
physician orders and give the neces- 
sary nursing care and instruct some- 
one in the home how to give care be- 
tween the nurse's visits. The average 
visit lasts about an hour. 

Q: How often does she visit a 
home ? 

A: That depends upon the type of 
illness and whether there is anyone 
in the home who may assume respon- 
sibility for part of the nursing care. 
An acutely ill patient will be seen 
daily or even twice a day if neces- 
sary. A chronic patient gets along 
nicely with nursing care two or three 
times a week. 

Q: What does she do? 

A: That would depend upon the 
phvsicians orders and the illness. 
Perhaps a bath is needed and the bed 
freshly made. There may he a surgi- 
cal! dressing to be changed on a post- 
operative case. It may be a message 
for an arthritic patient. It may be 
a mother and a new baby, in which 
case In-dside care is given to both. 
Perhaps a young mother needs in- 
struction in how to bath and care for 
her baby. 

Q: Does the Nurse take care of 
persona having a communicable dis- 
ease ? 

A: Yes, she does, and instructs the 
"amily how to prevent the spread of 
infection and to guard against com- 
plications. 

Q: Does the District Nurse help 
the expectant parents? 

A: Indeed she does! During the 
last three years the District Nurses 
have averaged 4000 calls annually. 

Q: For whom in the Town of Win- 
chester will the District Nurse care? 

A: The service is available to any- 
one in Winchester — rich or poor, old 
<>r young, chronic or acute. 

Charges for nursing services are: 
first hour, $1; each succeeding 30 
minutes. 50 cents. Part pay or free 
service is given to persons unable to 
i. ay the full charge. 

This necessary service must be 
carried on and is only possible 
through the generous contributions 
of the citizens of Winchester to the 
Greater Boston Community Fund.

PARKHIRST ADVOCATES BOS- 
TON PIER PURCHASE 



Mr. ' Richard Parkhurst of Grove 
street, vice chairman of the Boston 
Port Authority is one of those ad- 
vocating improved facilities in Bos- 
ton Harbor for seaplanes, naval ves- 
sels and merchant ships in connec- 
tion with national defense. Recom- 
mended are the purchase by the State 
of New Haven Railroad Piers 2 ami 
4 in South Boston at a cost of $1,250,- 
000, construction of a $500,000 bulk- 
head at the East Boston Airport by 
the Department of Public Works as 
a necessarv first step in the expen- 
diture by the Army of $2,300,000 for 
dredging for a seaplane base and leg- 
islative permission for the federal 
government to extend three of its 
present piers in Boston Harbor. 

Mr. Parkhurst has recently re- 
turned from a trip to Canada where 
he was informed that a substantial 
increase in shipping between Boston 
and Canada is contemplated. In- 
creased Army and Navy demands for 
present, harbor facilities will. Mr. 
Parkhurst explained, eliminate 14 
berths now used for deep water 
vessels. It is necessary as a con- 
sequent' to provide additional pier 
facilities if Boston is to be ready to 
care for increased shipping.

83, 
who was suffocated Saturday night 
as fire swept the cottage in which 
she lived with her sister at 4H» Low- 
ell street. Methum. Her sister. Miss 
Mabel F. Noyes, 73, a retired Law- 
rence school teacher, was badly 
burned about the head and died early 
Monday morning in the Lawrence 
General Hospital. How the fire orig- 
inated isn't known. 

A double funeral was held Wed- 
nesday afternoon at the C. Walter 
Douglas funeral home in Methuen 
with Rev. Oliver B. Loud, pastor of 
the Forest Street Union Church there, 
officiating. Representatives of the En 
Ka Society with other old friends and 
former school associates of Miss 
Minna Noyes in Winchester attended 
the set-vice. Burial was in Elmwood 
Cemetery, Methuen : 

Miss Minna Noyes came to Win- 
chester in 1880 and for over 20 years 
was) a member of the high school 
faculty, teaching German and French. 
She was a skilled photographer and 
many high school graduating class 
groups and team pictures came from 
her camera. A few years ago when 
the Star was printing a series of pic- 
tures of old high school teams she 
sent on to the -laper two photos of 
old basketball teams which she had 
taken and which the Star reproduced. 

Miss Noyes left Winchester in 
June 1910, being tendered a farewell 
reception, at which school and town 
dignitaries as well as the high school 
graduating class were present. For 
some years after leaving this town she 
lived In Boston, tutoring and doing 
special teaching in the Boston schools 
as well as teaching at the Berlitz 
School of Languages. She was a 
member of the Berlitz faculty until 
her retirement several years ago. 

Miss Noyes' girlhood home was in 
Methuen where her father owned a 
large farm. She received her QTO- 
fessional training at Salem Normal 
School, her education received there 
being supplemented by studies abroad, 
She and her sister travelled exten- 
sively, both in this country and abroad, 
many of their impressions and ex- 
periences being written by Miss 
Noyes for newspapers and magazines 
while the pictures she took on her 
travels were universally admired. For 
many '-ears she held membership in 
h Boston literary society. 

Miss Noyes was an honorary mem- 
ber of the En Ka Society anil retained 
to the last her interest in its activi- 
ties. She maintained her interest in 
Winchester through the Star, of 
which she was long a subscriber and 
to which she often wrote interesting 
letters. She was guest of honor and 
principal speaker at the reunion din- 
ner of En Ka at the old Calumet Club 
on May 18, 1032. 

After she retired from active 
teaching Miss Noyes returned to 
Methuen where she and her sister 
lived in the old homested. When this 
burned down 10 years ago she and 
her sister had built for them near the 
Merrimac River the small camp-style 
cottage in which they lost their lives.

TOWN OF WINCHESTER. MASS. 



Adopted at Special Representative Town Meeting

VOTED, That the town Zoning By-Law be and it is herebv 
amended by altering the map incorporated in and made a part 
thereof and that certain district indicated and identified thereon 
as a general residence district, the westerlv limil of which is a 
line distant 100 feet westerly from the westerlv line of Fletcher 
Street, which district extends northeasterly alonir both sides or 
( hurch Street and (he northwesterly limit of which is the sh ire 
of Wedue I'ond. by chanuing to a single residence district and in- 
dicating and identifying on said map as a single residence district 
that part of said general residence district bounded as follows:— 

Northeasterly by a line which In-ginning at the intersection 
or (he southwestern line of Nine Street with the westerly line 
or ( hurth Street runs northwesterly by said line or Vine Street 
extended to Wedge Pond, thence runs southerlv, wester!) and 
southerly by said P.md to its most southerly point, thence south- 
westerly to the southeasterly line or Glengarrv Road at a point 
distant 100 feel northwesterly (in a straight line) from the north- 
wester!) line of Dix Street, thence southwesterly, parallel with and 
distant 100 feel northwesterly from the said northwesterly line of 
[>ix Street to a point distant 100 reet southwesterly from the south- 
westerly line of Pine Street, thence northw estcrlv parallel with 
and distant 100 reet southwesterly from said southwesterly line of 
Pine Street to a point distant 100 Teet Southeasterly from the 
southeasterly line of the southwesterly course of Pine Street to a 
point in the southwesterly line «»f Wildwood Street distant 7", feel 
(in a straight line) rrom the southerly line thereof", thence in a curv- 
ing line westerh and northwesterly, parallel with and distant 7."> 
feet southerly and southwesterly thererrom to a point distant 100 
feet northwesterly from the northwesterly line of Fletcher Street, 
thence in a curving line southwesterly, southerlv and southeaster- 
ly parallel w ith and distant 100 Teet in a general westerh direc- 
tion rrom the general westerly line or Fletcher Street and said line 
extended to a point distant 100 feet southeasterly from the south- 
easterly line of Church Street, thence northeasterly, parallel with 
ind distant 100 feet southeasterly from the said southeaster^ line 
of Church Street to the business district indicated on said map, 
thence runs northwesterly and northeasterly by said business dis- 
trict to a point in the northwesterly line of Dix Street distant 150 
feet northwesterly from the northwesterly line of said Church 
Stre-. t. and thence runs southeasterly by said northeasterly line of 
Dix Street and northeasterly b> the northwesterly line of Church 
Street to the point of beginning. 

I he foregoing description being intended to include all or said 
general residence district except that part thereof lying northerly 
or the southwesterly line of Vine Street beuinning at Church Street 
and extended to Wedjte Pond.

, point and the children, were in real 
, danger. Clark managed to get onto 
firm ice and made his way to the 
home of Mr. William J. L. Roop at

ing teeth to tell Mrs. Roop and her 
son, Dan, of his companion's plight. 
Dan hastened to the aquaduct and 
j getting a ladder and life-preserver 
, kept there by the Metropolitan Dis- 
I trict Commission, he worked his way 
, out onto the treacherous ice until he 
I was near enough to throw the life- 
preserver to Martha, who was cling- 
; ing to the ice. 

The little girl seized the preserver 
! and clung to it while Roop carefully 
pulled her from the lake and across 
the gut to safety. 

Meanwhile word of the accident 
had been sent to Police Headquarters 
and Sergt. Thomas F. Cassidy and 
Patrolman Irving Reardon made all 
haste to the lake with life-saving 
equipment. A call from Police 
Headquarters also dispatched Ladder 
1 of the Fire Department under Lt. 
Hanscom to the scene. 

Neither the police nor firemen ar- 
rived in time to be of service, Roop 
having gotten Martha from the pond 
and on her way to his home just as 
the cruiser pulled up. Police believe 
that the little girl could not have held 
on to the ice until they could have 
gotten to her aid and were loud in 
their praise of Roop's rescue.

It was with pleasure I read the 
letter of Mr. Lewis I'arkhurst, in 
your recent issue of Jan. 17 about the 
presentation to the town of an il- 
luminated scroll for the outstanding 
work in making Winchester a beau- 
tiful community.

As we measured the plan it 
was well under the required length, 
Then in an inspiration the compasses 
were set upon the plan a circular linn 
was drawn and measured. It was 
found to be more than the legal 
length. Then the steps were added. 
Thus in a simple way the legal re- 
quirement was fulfilled and a beau- 
tiful stepped dam realized. 

In the Boston Sunday Herald of 
Jan. 12, Mr. Leslie R. Jones had a 
beautiful photograph of the ice for- 
mation on the steps that was unusual. 

Beauty today is so seldom used in 
development that Winchester should 
cherish pleasure the work that was 
done bv the Waterways Committee of 
another day.

• 'omhininK' snappy linos with pen- 
t'rally pood acting a large cast of 
high school young people produced 
most effectively the pleasantly youth- 
ful, though wisely satirical, farce,

As Mrs. Miller, Dons 
Thornton carried the audience with 
her wherever she chose to flit.

But not until recently has de- 
tailed news of England's part in our 
program reached us. 

Eagerly awaited letters to Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles A. Burnham. of 83 Ev- 
erett avenue, and their English grand- 
children, Ewen and Fergus Cameron, 
from the lads' parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Donald Cameron of Kirby Muxloe, 
Leicestershire, and from the Mayor 
of Winchester, England, tell the ex- 
citing story of Britain' reception. 

requent wires to the Burnham's 
daughter, Mrs. Cameron, warned her 
many anxious days before the 
broadcast. Constantly testing the 
recention, and finding it annoyingly 
poor. Mr. Cameron telephoned for 
permission •; "..ten with the Mayor 
of Winches! r, and discovered that 
the Mayor, a fi w short days before 
the zero hour on .Ian. 2, knew nothing 
whatever of the proposed broadcast! 
Mr. Cameron immediately sent a mes- 
senger flying down to Winchester, 
armed with clippings from the "Win- 
chester Star" as proof for his ex- 
citement, who managed to install a 
short-wave set in Winchester, Eng- 
land's famous Guildhall, 

During the cold, snowy night, which 
kept the Oamerons from meeting with 
the Mayor and A Mermen in Winches- 
ter, they sat nervously by their "wire- 
less," waiting until 9:45 p. in., when 
the dear American voice of WRUL's 
announcer suddenly rang out in the 
silence. "Hello England, Winchester 
calling ..." The children's voices 
came through fine, and with a hit of 
an American accent, which American- 
horn Mrs. Cameron hadn't heard for 
a long, lonir time. 

But besirles the personal pleasure 
of these parents in hearin*? their 
children, we must mention the joy of 
the people of Winchester, England, 
at receiving news of our gift. Lt.-Gen. 
F. H. Griffiths, .Mayor, after writing 
to Ewen and Fergus in America, 
asked Mrs. Cameron, as a former 
resident and representative of Win- 
chester, Alass., to make a formal pre- 
sentation of our ambulance to him. 
Here is an excerpt from his letter to 
Mr, Cameron: 

"... The trailer Ambulance 
which the people of Winchester, 
Mass., have so kindly given us is at 
present having a suitable inscription 
and our two City crests painted on it. 
I was wondering if, when it is ready 
you and your wife would come down, 
and if so, I suggest that Mrs. Cam- 
eron might formally present the 
Ambulance to me as Mayor on behalf 
of the residents of Winchester, Mass., 
as 1 understand that her home was 
there ..."

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WINCHESTER BEAT BELMONT 
First I^oss for Visitors This Season 

Winchester High School pave Bel- 
mont its first loss of the current 
basketball season, setting back Mel 
Wenner's Middlesex League pace 
makers Tuesday afternoon in the lo- 
cal mnasium, 27—21, The result 
was a distinct upset since Belmont 
came to Winchester with six straight 
victories in league competition and 
another win in a non-league contest. 
Winchester's three wins and four 
losses, with two of the victories out- 
side the league, wasn't too hot by way 
of comparison, but the local's league 
reverses were close enough to indi- 
cate they would bother Belmont and as 
things turned out they did just that 
anil. more. 

Coach Bartlett's charges showed a 
complete revei-sal of their Woburn 
form returning to the aggressive 
play that won them the admiration 
of their previous league opponents 
even in defeat. 

Against Belmont Winchester shot 
nine of 86 basket attempts for its 
best record to date. The shots were 
legitimate, most being well set up by 
an offensive that was functioning, 
while Belmont's wild heaves from im- 
possible angles and one-hand shots- 
made it possible for Winchester con- 
tinually to get the ball off the back- 
board and generally control it during 
much of the game. 

The game was close all the wav 
and the stands were pop-eyed with 
excitement. It was all but impossible 
to hear the whistle for the continual 
din of cheering. 

Lane McGovern, who played a slick 
game both offensive'- and defensive- 
ly, got the locals away to a lead for 
a change when he made a double foul 
shot in the opening minutes of the 
first quarter. The locals led at the 
half 12 — 11, and though they pulled 
away a bit at the resumption of play, 
Belmont closwl up the gap until with 
the end in sight Winchester led only 
23 — 21. 

At this point Derby sank a floor 
goal, to be followed by McGovern 
with another, the resulting fonr 
points making the game safe for 
Winchester as Belmont was unable to 
tally before the timer's gun barked. 

Between the halves of the first

Danvers and Reading are new

If memory serves, Winchester last 
played Danvers back in 1909 or '10.

Stockholm, Nov. 29 
Dear Cynthia: 

More than two years have gone 
since you were here. What hasn't 
happened in these two years, in 
reality very short spaces of time, 
these two years, I say, have brought 
revolution into more than one place 
or country. I am now married anil am 
still working in the same office, 
which by the way, is no revolution, 
doing my duty or whatever you may 
call it. Anyhow it is necessary in 
order to keep alive even if not kick- 
ingly so, in these so very black and 
sininster days of history producing. 
This is not a personal letter, but one 
of war and misery seen from my 
point of view so 1 will start talking 
of Sweden and the messy European 
Continent. 

There is no doubting it that the 
constant drumming and roaring of 
the war machines on this side of our 
planet have made us all unable t'> 
catch the tiny sounds from all weak 
and poor and crushed-to-earth either 
from bombshells, hunger or earth- 
quakes. The fust stunning blow on 
our heads was delivered by the Rus- 
sians wh'n they rolled across the 
Finnish frontiers, Everything that 
has happened since has more or loss 
passed by as daily routine. And really 
that is very bad. But I suppose it is 
the same With everything. You get 
used to things and don't react visi- 
bly. Y( s. and as to life here I must 
fur truth's sake say that it goes on 
almost as in pre-war days. But we 
have of course "cards" on bread, 
flesh, cheese, coffee, tea. chocolate 
and soap. The butter is scarce and 
prices are on their progress. Only 
the salaries stay below, struggling 
vainly to catch up with the heaven- 
bound Swedish currency. And what's 
more, we are compelled to smoke 
Swedish tobacco and Swedish cigar- 
ettes which are neither none too 
good. 

Nothing comes from abroad, except 
from Germany of course. Stray let- 
ters come from England, dated there 
in May and June. Mail from the 
United States goes via Lisbon and 
American Clipper, while Siberia is 
the "Via" for Great Britain. You 
know, we are pretty well surrounded. 
Russia took our left ear, Germany 
our right ear, and it is just the nose 
which is left and that's we. Heaven 
alone and perhaps the king knows 
why we have been left unsmitten. We 
have been scolded because of this. 
Deserting our neighbors, they said. 
But I've talked both to Norwegian 
and Finnish men and they do now 
declare that our Staying outside 
the fight was the best thing that 
happened. Now we can help both help 
to left and right. Instead of three 
corpses there are two and the third 
living one may at least fix a nice 
funeral tor the other two. 

It is a "Danse Macabre" all riirht. 
I can hear the Devil's violin with its 
staccato stroke urging everybody to 
go to hell. Oh it is not as bad as 
all that— I hope. At present we are 
all wondering whether the Russians 
are going to start all over again in 
Finland this winter. We wonder if 
the Germans that till and transform 
poor Norway are going to try to 
"protect" us against ourselves. Ami 
in the middle of this. Mister Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt takes the few bomb- 
ers we had ordered in the United 
States — England needs them. Oh yes, 
they do, I'm sure, but what do a hun- 
dred aeroplanes more or less mean in 
that fight where that many are shot 
down at dawn every day. A hundred 
bombers in Sweden on the contrary 
would mean greater security. "But 
the small countries are doomed." 
boomed our Adolf and I guess every- 
body else high up in the big, big 
countries nurses the same thoughts. 
I guess we have to paint some nice 
aeroplanes on large cartoons in case 
of war, show the enemy these paint- 
ings. If it happens to be the Rus- 
sians, they might be scared. But, 
there is another drawback: we have 
no petrol. The few cars at large, get 
their fuel from a new aggregate — 
a kind of oven — in which are burning 
coal or just plain wood. They cannot, 
however, use this kind of fuel for the 
bombers. 

Yes, eve-rybodv asks what is going 
to happen here in Europe? Will Get 
any become top nation or will it col- 
lapse? Will Great Britain remain in- 
tact or are German troops to invade 
the islands? Will the war continue 
for several years causing a total 
chaos in Europe where both England 
and Germany are too weak to lift a 
finger against each other? And if so. 
will Russia then take the chance of 
spreading the Marxist theories over 
the entire European continent? 

Or what ? Y'es, I must admit that I 
dont know, believe me or no. I am no 
seer.

Mileage Hints

DOES it really pay to take good 
care of an automobile these 
days? Isn't it just as cheap in the 
long run to let the car wear out and 
only to make repairs which are 
vitally neces- 
sary? 

These are 
Iquestions fre 
I quently asked ot 
this department 
I The answer is 
obvious. If it 
did not pay to 
I take meticulous 
I care of a motor 
I car the nation's 
'largest fleet 
(operators would 
not spend mil- 
lions of dollars annually in proper 
motor car maintenance. Those or- 
ganizations which operate huge 
fleets of motor vehicles act only in 
the interests of car economy and 
operating efficiency. They take good 
care of their cars because it pays 
them to do so. They thus get greater 
mileage, greater motoring efficiency 
and they enjoy lower operating and 
maintenance costs. 

Apparently there are also mil- 
lions of individual motorists in this 
country who feel that this is the 
thing to do. Recently I was going 
over some figures on the total num- 
ber of passenger cars in operation 
in this country. As of July 1st, ac- 
cording to figures supplied by R. L. 
Polk and Company to Automotive 
News, there were in operation more 
than four million cars which were 
made prior to 1930. A total of 
1,738.431 l!>30-models were still in 
operation. 

An automobile will not give ser- 
vice for ten years unless jt is taken 
care of properly. Here, I believe, is 
concrete evidence that millions of 
motorists have found it pays them 
to take good care of their automo- 
biles. And it will pay you, too. If 
you have ever been in any doubt 
about it. perhaps these statistics 
will end your doubt and induce you 
to give your car the care it deserves. 



The Student Council held another 
meeting last Monday afternoon. The.ie 
monthly meetings seem to accom- 
plish little or nothing at all. Of 
course the council is still in its in- 
fancy. It was created at the end of 
last year with the supposition that it 
would be tried out the last few 
weeks of the school year. Howevc-r 
that fell through, and nothing was 
done about it until this year. When 
the council was started it was put up 
to the students who had a chance for 
debating upon the issue. The great- 
est discussion, unforunately, ensued 
when it was mentioned that politics 
would enter into the running of the 
government in the form of cliques. In 
the discussion the town was divided 
into precincts and some students 
thought that there would be unequal 
representation of these districts. 
However, the motion was passed with 
a small but virile opposition. This 
fall the elections proved conclusively 
that the assumptions of the minority 
were false. Every section was amply 
represented, but the council has 
Stalled. We don't expect the council 
to take over the government just like 
that, but if they don't start some- 
where, the council will never be a suc- 
cess. This year should be the founda- 
tion establishing year. The structure 
on which the council is to grow 
should be built. Other towns have 
very successful student councils. The 
president of the student council is the 
leading citizen of the school. The 
student councils in other towns have 
been so built up that they control 
every organization from the athletic 
association to the Red Cross. Taking 
attendance in the home rooms and 
study halls is petty stuff. Come on 
Winchester use your energy and abil- 
ity. 

This last week the bank sent some 
amazing figures to Mrs. Stacey.

Mrs. Thaxer's first play will be 
one that broke the rules. A play about 
war succeeds only in peace, that was 
the old rule. Dramatists knew it; 
producers knew that when a war is 
long past, when it has become one 
of the "old forgotten far-off things." 
people will go to see a drama of war. 
but not when the guns are Bounding 
in their ears, not when the headlines 
tell of battles lost and ships sunk. 
But in America last spring Robert 
Sherwood broke the rule. He wrote, 
right out of our own tense davs, the 
drama "There Shall be no Night." 
Alfred Lunt and Lynn Fontaine 
knew the rule; they knew the history 
of the theatre that the public will not 
go to see a mimic war when men and 
nations, they care about are bleeding 
to death in a terribly real war. But 
in the Sherwood play they saw some- 
thing greater than the rule from the 
past. 

Alfred Lunt leaped at the chance 
to play the scientist. Nobel prize win- 
ner, who counted on peace, who could 
not really believe that men still could 
intend agression, invasion, conquest 
and the destruction of liberty, and 
who had to leant how false was his 
hope and had to die in arms, in a 
battle that was gallant but vain. But 
was it vain ? That is what the woman 
Lynn Fontaine played had to face as 
she was waiting for her own death, 
her husband, her son, her land lost. 
Is this war the twilight of peace and 
freedom and good will? Is a deep and 
lasing night falling on what we have 
believed in and lived by?

One can 
believe that the feather-stitching in 
pink or blue is worth the minutes, and 
that the prettiness goes home to the 
British women's hearts as those who 
give out garments over there report 
to us. 

Mindful of this, the Winchester 
central work-room had a happy time 
over 1") skirts that came on Wed-; 
nesday, not only finished but beauti- 
fully finished, with a really profes- 
sional quality. The story of their 
doing is as good to renu mber as the 
work is to see. 

The workmanship represents an- 
other gift from the house of Max, the 
Washington tailor. When onj of the 
transportation staff of the Winches- 
ter unit called to bring them away, 
with sincere thanks, more of the gar- 
ments Max and his machines had cut. 
he said, "Leave that bundle. We want 
to finish them. The women want to 
give a half-hour and I'll five a half- 
hour." So it was done. And the pro- 
duct is not just the exquisitely 
Stitched garments.

For examole. here is a bit from a re- 
cent letter. "We have had a lot of at- 
tention from Hitler all around but 
nothing; verv dreadful has happened 
so far. Our truns make the most noise 
and people keep indoors in the even- 
ing; because shrapnel is rather a 
nuisance. During; the day time no 
one takes any notice of the raids as 
we are all so used to them. We used 
to be scared once upon a time and 
run into our shelters, but as we found 
we could not tret through our work 
or do our shonninjr, etc., and also 
found we were st'll alive we all 
thought we mipht just as well take 
no notice of the sirens, so everyone 
carries on as usual. 

"We have a shelter in the garden 
and sleep there at night. We take our 
supper down there and make some 
coffee on an oil stove and with a 
book and knitting; thoroughly enjoy

mainder of the 10 to 12 minute peri- 
ods usually played in school games. 

The old rule against communicat- 
ing by a new player until after the 
first play, has been revoked and 
coaches can now send in players with 
orders to the signal caller ad lib. 
This change isn't likely to make much 
<'f a hit with those "give-the-game- 
back-to-the-boys" enthusiasts, and 
will also tend to drag out play. Little 
can be said in favor of the change 
except that the rules-observing coach 
can now compete on even terms- with 
the mentor who used to beat the code 
with signals and other smart devices. 

The new rule which provides that 
a ball kicked within a team's 10 yard 
line and touched first by a member 
of the kicking team shall go out to 
the 2i) yard line has taken another 
thrill from the game and penalized 
the team with fast ends able to cover 
kicks closely. Perhaps it was intended 
to offset the boost given the offense 
by revoking the rule that placed the 
ball on the 20 yard line after a final 
pass fell incomplete in the end zone. 
Under the new rule the ball will re- 
main where it was before the pass 
was attempted, 

All in all there seems little real 
enthusiasm for the rule changes, at 
least among football fans, who will 
await the practical demonstration of 
the changes with much interest. 
Meanwhile we suppose that those 
charged with tinkering the rules 
each year have to do something to 
justify their existence.

; Instead of the slow leisurely pro- 
| cess suggested by the false picture of 
enormous stores, slowly amassed, 
i slowly used, and which could safely 
I be slowly replaced, the Red Cross 
! operates in a cose round-urgent need 
seen by the lookout, swift quota to 
! Winchester a n d other chapters, 
prompt action in our village and in 
thousands of others and then by land 
Or by sea our bandages and mittens 
and hospital garments and layettes 
are hurried on their way to the place 
of need. 

As more of us are coming to real- 
ize the continual race with time which 
the Red Cross is running, we grow 
more careful to finish speedily what 
we have in hand and get it on its 
way. For it is not on its way to a 
warehouse, but to real folks. 

So as headquarters see Red Cross 
work, it is dramatic all the time, nev- 
er just dull and slow routine, and a 
I cold mathematical word like quota 
has warm anil vivid meaning.

To the New York Herald Tribune: 

Selfish organized labor in France, 
aided and condoned by subservient, 
shoit-sighted politicians, made the 
state an easy victim for Hitler in a 
debacle of armed force unetrualed 
in magnitude, unprecedented in the 
history of modern nations. Deserted 
by thur generals, exploited h" or- 
ganized labor, betrayed by scheming 
politicians, the masses weie crushed 
to tarth in the chaos that resulted. 
French labor instituted the sit- 
down strike, the half-time week and 
the short-hour day, paralyzing de- 
fense production, emasculating a 
once virile country, inviting eco- 
nomic enslavement. 

Copying the sit-down strike from 
France, adopting the same tactics 
that destroyed that government, the 
Congress of Industrial Organizations 
and a party of labor-condoning pol- 
iticians in Washington, headed by 
the President, are taking the United 
States along the same trail to a fatal 
ambush. The New Deal politicians 
belong to the same breed that ruined 
France. Some are sincere and well 
meaning, some professional agita- 
tors, some fools anil all short-sighted. 
If this country eventually becomes 
the victim of some dictator they and 
the C. I. O. will be to blame. 

This country does not need the 
C. I. O., neither does labor. Roth 
would be better off without it. If it 
continues the tactics of its French 
prootype, persists in unpatriotic 
strikes, rendering the nation impo- 
tent as the result of non-production 
and unpreparedness-, it will presently 
be taking orders from some dicta- 
tor; labor will work ten hours a day, 
six or seven days a week for small 
ps"- that, a concentration camp or 
or a firing Bquad. 

The amazing fire fighters of Lon- 
don, bravest of the brave, are paid 
$13 a week, laborers in the shipbuild- 
ing industry -SIT a week. Railroad 
emploveee) in Italy work seven days 
a week. When labor becomes arro- 
gant, dictatorial ami unfair it is rid- 
ing for a fall, forging for itself the 
chains of slavery, as it did in France. 
There are no labor unions in the 
totalitarian states, no strikes; there 
it is do or die. Labor unions have 
done much gootl. However, they 
should not be the beneficiaries of 
class legislation. Labor anil capital 
should share and share alike, they 
should go hand in hand, and, join- 
ing with agriculture, make a har- 
monious trinity within the law for 
the gootl of all. 

This Administration has enacted 
laws granting privileges to one half 
the people antl denying the same to 
the other, forcing one half to pay 
tribute to the other. It has promoted 
and enthroned organized labor ami 
demoted the employer. It has con- 
doned sit-down strikes antl all man- 
ner of labor lawnessness. The Presi- 
dent congratulated the Governor of 
Michigan for sitling with a lot of 
lawless, hoodlums against the Su- 
preme Court of his state, against 
the law-abiding. Then he rewarded 
him. a mediocre lawyer, with a po- 
sition on the United States Supreme 
Court. 

Laws enacted by this Administra- 
tion have just neiializetl the people 
to the extent of $250,00(1, the gov- 
ernment refusing to award the Ford 
Motor Company, the lowest bidder, 
the contract for certain defense ma- 
terial on the ground that, according 
to its internretation of the labor 

law, the company would not comply 

with some clause in the letter of the 
law. It was not a question of ful- 
filling the spirit of the law. it was 
a government quibble over the let- 
ter of the law, non-essential, an 
unimportant insertion, so far as full 
aitl ami support of the deft use meas- 
ures are concerned. 

Notwithstanding the fact that 
Henry Ford has done more for labor 
anil the country than the C. 1. 0. 
and all the New Deal -oliticians 
combined, they are bent on punish- 
ing him. "getting him." they call it. 
and this in spite of the fact that he 
has offered to build machines at cost 
for government defense. 

These politicians would rule or 
ruin. Collectively, they have as- 
sumed the role of an uncompromis- 
ing, totalitarian dictator. Thev are 
following in the footstens of the de- 
stroyers of Fiance. The President, 
their leader, has no reason to won- 
der why 23,000,000 people in this 
countrv do not trust him. The ma- 
jority favor aid to Britain in this 
crisis, but they tin not want the 
President to be arbiter. They have 
not forgotten the Passamaquoddy 
dam project the Florida canal, the 
money spent in an attempt to put 
over the St. Lawrence waterways 
project as a national defense meas- 
ure. Are there as many fools in the 
-resent Congress as there w,ere in 
a previous, underwitted one that 
thoughtlessly granted the President 
e x t ran rd inary powe r ?

The story of his living there during 
the occupation, the retreat of the 
French, their gradually changed atti- 
tude, and finally his own escape to 
make his way to this country is as 
dramatic a story as any business 
man could tell. He tells it unaffect- 
edly which of course increases its 
dramatic quality. 

The second meeting will come on 
Thursday, March 13. The speaker will 
be Mr. James R. Young, for 10 years 
Far Eastern director of the Inter- 
national News Service, with head- 
quarters in Tokyo. 

Last spring, just after he had re- 
turned from a 9000 mile trip over 
unoccupied China, he was arrested 
by tin- Japanese and as will be re- 
membered was then held in an un- 
heated cell for <il days on the ground 
that he had libeled the Japanese Ar- 
my. 

He was not merely an American, 
resident in Tokyo. He held an im- 
portant place in the life of that city. 
For 10 years he was one of the five 
foreign members of the Tokyo Ro- 
tary Club out of a total Japanese 
membership of 200. 

His lecture, "Ringside Seats in the 
Asia Arena." is an intensely drama- 
tic story of what is taking place in 
the Orient. 

The third meeting will be held on 
Tuesday, April 15. The speaker will 
be Prof. Samuel Hazzard Cross, pr>- 
fv-sor of Slavic Languages and Lit- 
erature at Harvard. Professor Cross 
is a graduate of Harvard in the class 
of 1912, Doctor of Philosophy, a Wen- 
dell Scholar and Phi Beta Kappa, who 
spent many years of his life as a rep- 
resentative of the United States Gov- 
ernment in the Department of Com- 
merce. As such he lived in all the 
important capitals of Europe. 

Professor Cross knows intimately 
many of the important people about 
whom we read daily. In addition to 
being a versatile linguist he is a great 
student of international affairs, as 
will as being a most effective speak- 
er. His talk will bring the news up 
to date and in short he will set forth 



his idea of what is likely to happen.; 

This series of forum meetings is 
under the direction of a forum com- 
mittee consisting of Rev. Paul Har- 
man Chapman, chairman; Charles 
Hadley Watkins, Don R. Kroell, 
Frederic R. Whitney, Theodore R.

The recent transportation by plane 
of more than a ton of jthiralumii) 
tubing across the United States in 
less than 1") hours as against 10 days 
bv freight, for urgent airplane ex- 
perimental work, has stressed the 
growing importance of aluminum to 
national defense, particularly in air- 
planes. 

Duralumin is a trade-name — a 
German trade-name, it happens — for 
mie or more than 200 alloys into 
which aluminum is compounded, says 
a bulletin from the National Geogra- 
phic Society. Less than 20 are used 
Industrially. , 

Planes Tour -Fifths Muminum 

This same alloy is known to the 
trade in the Unite] States as "Alclad" 
or technically, "17 S-T." It is com- 
pounded of aluminum, a small quan- 
tity of copper, and lesser quantities 
of manganese and magnesium to add 
strength. Magnesium is even lighter 
than aluminum, but costs half again 
as much. 

Duralumin or Alclad is made most- 
ly in sheets lolled out from ingots. 
In making the ingots them mold is 
first lined with pure aluminum so 
that, when the ingot is rolled, the 
shet t has a thin covering of pure al- 
uminum. 

T'h i s treatment gives the metal 
protection against corrosion. Thus 
in addition to its value as a light 
material for airplane construction, 
its non-corrosive quality makes it 
particularly valuable for naval planes 
exposi d to the corrosive action of 
salt water. Eighty per cent of the 
weight of an airplane today is alum- 
inum. 

Aluminum is broadly classified as 
common and strong. Kitchen utensils 
arc made from common aluminum 
where the presence of minor impuri- 
ties as a small amount of iron, has 
no harmful effect. The strong alum- 
inum, required for airplanes, must 
have a much higher decree of purity. 
Industry Expands to War Measure 
A member of the National Defense 
Advisory Commission has said that 
the aluminum industry for the next 
two years could not only provide for 
the nation's present and estimated 

defense requirements, but for the 
British airplane program as well. 

The war-time expansion of the in- 
dustry is exemplified in the new met- 
al-produciii" plant at Vancouver. 
Washington, Originally planned to 
produce 30,000,000 pounds of ingot 
aluminum yearly, this plant went in- 
to operation last year with a capacity 
of 60,000,000 pounds, and is being 
expanded to produce 160,000,000 
Dounds a " "*v. 

The ore from which aluminum is 
refined was found in southeastern 
France upon the estate nf an old fam- 
ily whose name, Beaux, was "iven 
to this new mineral compound, baux- 
ite. The name aluminum comes from 
early Roman days; the Romans call- 
ed certain salts alumen, thought to 
have been a mixture of iron and al- 
uminum sulphates. 

About half sf the bauxite} Used in 
the United States is imported from 

Surinam (Netherlands Guiana), South 

America. Bauxite is mined in small 
quantities in Georgia, Alabama. Ten- 
nessee and Mississippi, but practical- 
1 all the domestic product used in- 
dustrially comes from Arkansas.

The house at 12 Woodside road, 
occupied by Mr. Sydney H. (J. 
StragHam, was badly damaged by a 
two-alarm fire Wednesday forenoon. 

How thefire originated is not known. 
The family was not in the dwelling 
when it was discovered by neighbor.; 
who put in an emergency telephone 
call which was relayed from the Tele- 
phone Exchange to the Central Fire 
Station. 

Transmitter Box 541 was sounded 
at the station at 10:92. The firemen 
found upon arrival that the fire had 
made considerable headway and Chief 
David H. DeCourcy ordered a second 
round of the box sounded at 10:47, 
bringing all the local apparatus to 
the scene. Flames were licking up 
through both floors of the house and 
thick clouds of smoke were rolling 
from it when the first pieces arrived. 

The fire apparently started in a 
big easy chair near the chimney in 
the living room on the first floor. The 
fire ate its way down through the 
floor and followed the chimney up to 
the roof, mushrooming out into the 
partitions of the upper floor and roof. 
Two thicknesses of asbestos shingles 
over wooden shingles prevented the 
flames from burning through the raof 
and the firemen had a hard job get- 
ting at the blaze from above, it be- 
ing necessary to chop away some of 
the roof timbers. It was after 3 
o'clock in the afternoon when the "all 
out" sounded. 

The interior of the house and the 
furnishings were badly burned, total 
damage being estimated by Chief De- 
Courcy as between $5000 and $6000. 

The house, a 12 room, three story 
structure of old fashioned design, was 
used as a club-house years ago on 
the old west side golf links and stood 
about where Parker road is now lo- 
cated. It has stood at its present lo- 
cation beside Winter Pond for some 
years and had recently been exten- 
j sivcly remodeled and renovated by

Dr. Vivian T. Pomeroy, who will 
be the guest speaker at the first of 
the Union Lenten Services on Ash 
Wednesday, Feb. 20, at 7:45 p. m..

Born In London. England, the pres- 
ent minister of the Unitarian Church 
in Milton, engaged in business for 
live years before deciding to enter the 
ministry of the Wesleyan Methodist 
Church, in which he was reared. 

He studied at Wesleyan College, 
but was advised by the principal to 
leave before the end of the first year 
because of his inability to meet the 
requirements of theological ortho- 
doxy. He gave up his intenton to en- 
ter the Wesleyan ministry and re- 
signed from membership of the Wes- 
leyan Church. He then went to Ox- 
ford, and spent six years in study 
there, first graduating from Wadhani

What a joke on 
justice that anyone should be pro- 
vided with the legal opportunity to 
prevent anyone else from making use 
of the services and opportunities 
provided by all the people, at public 
expense without any compensation to 
the people for advantages monopol- 
ized! Are we Americans willing to 
fasten a new monopoly around our 
neck? 

Until we insist on enough economic 
justice to force those enjoying ex- 
clusive occupancy of sites to pay a 
just compensation for privilege mon- 
opolized we are heading straight 
down the road which has led Eu- 
rope into its present economic slav- 
ery, and war.

Thomas Nicholas Farrell of 34 
Oneida road, wire chief for the Ever- 
ett district of the New England Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Company, died 
early Sunday afternoon, Feb. 18, at 
the Winchester Hospital, following a 
week's illness.

His position brought him in contact 
with many of the town's people and 
he was held in esteem by a wide 
j circle of friends.

Miss Pauline and Miss Marie 
Farrell, both of Winchester; a son, 
Thomas N. Farrell. also of Winches- 
ter: a sister, Mrs. Margaret Rey- 
nolds of Scituate; and three brothers, 
John of Brighton. Paul of Allston. 
and Leo Farrell of Chicago. 111. 

The funeral was held Wednesday 
morning with solemn requiem high 
mass in St. Mary's Church.

The local Selective Service Board 
serving Winchester and Stoneham re- 
ceived advice this week to the effect 
that their quota of men to be induct- 
ed into Federal Service up to Juno 
;idth had been increased from the 
original figure of 103 men to the new 
figure of 165 men. The reason for 
this increase as explained by the 
State Director of Selective Service is 
a result of a new method of allotting 
quotas in proportion to the number 
of nun available for induction out of 
those who have been classified by the 
local board up to date. 

In view of this increase in quota 
the board has received unofficial ad- 
vice that it will be asked to sunjily a 
quota of 79 men on Thursday. March 
20th. This quota from figures which 
are available at the local board seems 
to be one of the largest assigned to 
any board with a corresponding num- 
ber of registrants. It would seem as 
if the Selective Service Training 
Corps likes the quality of the men 
who have been inducted from Win- 
chester and Stoneham. 

This large quota to be supplied 
during the month of March has 
meant that the local Board has been 
obliged to continue to work under 
pressure and to continue its group 
uhysical examinations in order to he 
able to classify a sufficient number 
of men to meet the increased de- 
mands. Over 50 registrants appeared 
at the local Board headquarters last 
evening for physical examination and 
another large group has been ordered 
to appear next Thursday night, Feb. 
27th. 

The group physical examinations 
which were inaugurated by the local 
Selective Service Board have not only 
been a great help to the medical ex- 
aminers, but perhans an equal help 
to the registrants. Several cases of 
the detection of a physical disability 
which had heretofore been unknown 
to the registrant, some of which have 
resulted in immediate operation to 
correct the disability, have been re- 
ported to the local K ird. 

Thirteen men from Winchester and 
Stoneham, many of whom have vol- 
unteered out of order for immediate 
induction, comprise the following 
named citizens of this town who have 
received orders to report for induc- 
tion into the Selective Service Train- 
ine Corps on Friday.

All, it seems, is grist to their mill, 
whether they tackle a recent Broad- 
way success or one of the established 
classics of the stage. "Crichton" is j 
undoubtedly one of the high spots in i 
their distinguished career. The play j 
is packed with social implications, 
and with its delightful humor and in- i 
heivnt human nature ranks as one of 
Barrie's best. For an amateur group ! 
to attempt it is unusual; that they 
should succeed so well with it is re- 
markable. 

From a scenic standpoint, the play | 
is difficult, requiring as it does three j 
changes of scene. The reception 
room of the first act gave the need- i 
ful impression of a family well es- j 
tafolished financially and socially. The 
island of Act 2 required, perhaps, I 
some imagination mixed with it, but 
after all, this is a fantastic play, and | 
a bit of imagination on the part of j 
the audience is always helpful. The - 
hut in Act was- strikingly in at- 
mosphere; and while one would ex- 
pect the garments in this act to be 
more fragmentary one must not, per- 
haps forget the censors! 

The play's effectiveness, of course, j

Since William Gillett or- 
iginated it in 1902, this part has con- 
sistently absorbed the best that any 
actor could bring to it. In this case 
it was in safe hands, for Mr. Graves i 
invested it with becoming dignity. | 
Act is, of course, the acid test of 
the role, and therein he rose nobly to 
the occasion. From the moment of 
donning the colorful robe through the ; 
scene of his cautious proposal to 
Lady Mary he so emphasized the '■ 
masterful quality of the man that the 
seen - emerged as the author intended 
it— the dramatic crux of the play, 
reaching its climax in the throwing 
of the switch that fires the electric 
beacons.

Official advice has been received by 
the local Hoard to the effect that the ' 
fifth call will comprise 79 men from 
Winchester and Stoneham. who will 
be inducted into the Army for one 
year's training on Thursday. March 
20th. This group will include many . 
W< 11 known young men in both com- 
inanities These men. in fact the 
entire March quota from the State, 
will, it is expected, go directly to 
Camp Edward in Falmouth to be i 
used as replacements to build up the 
26th Division, National Guard to full 
st rength. 

The men comprising* this quota will 
after their induction, be subjected to 
various questionnaires in order to de- 
termine which branch of the 26th Di- 
vision their previous training in 
civilian life will l>est suit them to , 
serve. It is expected that many will 
join the various motorized and mech- 
anical units of the L'tUh Division, if, 
their training in civilian life has ac- 
quainted them in any sense with the 
mechanics of automobile engines and 
motorized equipment.

Metcalf Hall was filled to capacity 
last Tuesday evening when Mr. Karl 
S, Cate gave an enthusiastic audience 
a clear and straightforward account 
of his own personal observation of 
the fall of France, It was the open- 
ing meeting of the series of three 
forum sessions, to be held under the 
auspices of the Winchester Unitarian 
Men's Club. As an American manu- 
facturer living and doing business 
in Prance for 20 years, Mr, Cate had 
extraordinary opportunities of know- 
ing at first and what went on during 
the years between the two great 
World W ars as well as during the 
tragic war months themselves. His 
references to the amazing way in 
which t!i rmany "planted" her na- 
tionals in key French positions, from 
politics to munition-making, gave his 
audience much to think about. Par- 
ticularly noteworthy were such inci- 
dents as the one about a munitions' 
factory in which blue prints were 
changed so often that in all the 
months from Sept. I, 1939 to France's 
surrender not an order was allowed 
to be completed; and the one about 
the hospital which after the 1!»4<» Ar- 
mistice was put in charge of a Col- 
onel in the German medical service 
who, it turned out, had been living 
for *-ii years in the town where the 

hospital was situated and knew the 
hospital more intimately than the 
Frenchmen themselves. 

A lively question period followed 
Mr. Gate's address. 

The second forum meeting will be 
held on Thursday evening, March 13, 
when the speaker will be Mr. James 
R, Young. For 10 years Mr. Young 
was the Far Eastern director of the 
International News Service, with 
headquarters at Tokyo. Last sprin<", 
as many Americans will remember, 
Mr. Vounsr returned from a !MI(MM 
mile trip over unoccupied China, only 
to be arrested bv the Japanese and 
held in an unheated cell for 61 days 
under accusation that he had libeled 
the Japanese army. His lecture on 
March 13 is entitled "Ringside Seats 
in the Asia Arena." and will be an 
intensely interesting and dramatic 
account of what is taking place in 
the Orient.

FAMOUS CORRESPONDENT TO 
SPEAK AT UNITARIAN MEN'S 
CLUB FORI M 



Janus R. Young, who was head of 
the International News Service Bu- 
reau in Tokyo for 10 years, will speak 
March 1:5 at 8 p. m. in Metcalf Hall 
at the second forum meeting of the 
Unitarian Men's Club. Mr. Young's 
subject is, "Ringside Seats in th" 
Asia Arena." a topic of both timely 
and universal interest. 

America's first clash in the Fat- 
East if relations become worse with 
Japan will most likely occur at 
Shanghai where inspired incidents by 
Japanese gendarmes could easily pre- 
cipitate a fight. 

This is Mr. Young's assertion. The 
noted foreign correspondent, who, for 
Writing articles to which Japanese 
police objected, spent 01 days in a 
cold Japanese prison (though pre- 
sently kept BOtnewhat warmer by Am- 
bassaodor Grew's own sealskin over- 
coat!) is on a lecture tour of the Uni- 
ted States ami is writing two book* 
on the Far East, during a leave of 
absence from the International News 
Service. A native of Illinois, Jimmy 
Young as he is known throughout 
the Far East, has spent more than 
half his life as a foreign correspon- 
dent in Europe, Africa, and Asia, 
covering revolutions, earthquakes, up 
risings, cabinet crises, assassinations, 
tidal waves and epidemics. 

During his residence in Japan, he 
also managed an American newspa- 
per, The Japan Advertiser, directed 
an advertising agencv and operated 
a news service bureau. He was active 
in the America-Japan Society, and 
for 11 years was a member of the 
Rotary Club which the Japanese fin- 
ally ordered disbanded, under indi- 
rect German pressure. 

"By agreement." Mr. Young says. 
"United States Marines stationed at 
Shanghai are responsible for the 
abandoned British sector of the In- 
ternational Settlement where most 
American and British buildngs, firms 
anil investment-; are concentrated." 

Before Japan moves too far, and 
her moves will depend on Germany, 
the United States should halt all trade 
with Japan, for present trade, Mr. 
Young warns, is in war materials on- 
ly, and if we are not mindful of this 
situation, Japan may turn and use 
our own materials on our own inter- 
ests. 

He is strong in condemning the pa- 
radox of giving Chinese government 
? 100,000,000 when in the same week 
tens of thousands of barrels of gaso- 
line arc shipped from Texas to Jap- 
an. "Then." Mr. Young maintains, 
"we become the silly fool by protest- 
ing to Japan over the bombing of 
American properties and killing of 
American people in China. We should 
see the refleoet ion in our own miror." 

"Japan still buys our gasoline an 1 
converts it to use for aviation pur- 
poses by adding lead to th" refining 
process, thereby circumventing tie- 
export licensing requirements of our 
government. The same applies to 
buying cheap grade scrap iron, to 
avoid the export restrictions; by us- 
ing their own ore in the process the 
Japanese can obtain metals, although 
the process is slow and expensive. 

"Another problem confronting the 
United States is the Philippine Is- 
lands. Now that these islands have 
been granted their indepedence, they 
do not want it, but instead they woul ' 
like to remain under the protection 
of the United States. 

"Emperor Hirohito can call a halt 
to the present three ami a half year 
undeclared war if a way L> retreat 
without losing face can lie found. In 
Japan or in China if a man loses 
face, he might lose his life, for by 
tradition one is almost commanded to 
commit hari-kiri," Mr. Young say*. 

Regarding Russia, Mr. Young as- 
serts that "Toyko and Moscow, all 
reoorts to the contrary, notwithstand- 
ing, will never agree on any treaty 
in any form. The violent but subdu 
hatred of men like Japan's General 
Sadao Araki and others for Moscow's 
Stalinized diplomacy, will prevent 
Japan from ever entering into paet 
other than commercial agreements or 
fishing treaties. Japan hates Rus- 
sia and Russia hates Japan. That 
mutual feeling throttles at the outset 
any planned negotiations. Russia's 
Siberian forces as a consequence re- 
main a permanent and potential 
threat, necessitating the Japanese 
keeping their best armed, mechanize 
and aviation forces of a half million 
men. in Manchuria alone." 



Wellesley has 1.3 fur coats for 
every student, an enterprising news- 
gatherer with a love of figures re- 
cently told the world. The Bishop of 
Wyi ming. the Rt. Rev. Winfred H. 
Ziegler, would breathe more freely 
if he could know, when the snow be- 
gins to Hy in his mountains and 
across his plains next September, 
that all his clergy had one fur coat 
each. For he knows that one fur 
coat given a year or two ago by a 
Massachusetts man who believes in 
missions has already saved two lives, 
when snow and a driving gale and a 
temperature of 00 degrees b.dow zero 
stalled one of his clergy on a long 
drive between posts of duty. 

It is a man's job to be one of 
Bishop Ziogler's clergymen. As he 
tells of one who offers himself for 
that field what he must be prepared 
to face, the talk has the downright 
ringing challenge of Winston t hut-ch- 
ill's famous spee c h to the British 
people, He too offers "blood and 
sweat and tears." And like Church- 
ill he finds human nature rising up 
to cast off ease and fears and in a 
great cause take great risks. ID- 
gets hardy men willing to be his 
clergy. The limits put on the work 
are not put on there by the softness 
of young clergy, unwilling to endure 
and to dare. The limits come from 
our slow, blind inability to see our 
neighbors when they live 2500 miles 
away. 

The missionary district of Wyom- 
ing embraces 100,000 square miles — 
"half an acre for every man. woman, 
child and baby in the United States, 
if they moved there," as Bishop 
Ziegler says himself. How many 
thousands of miles he has travelled 
from his headquarters in Laramie 
to keep in touch with the far out- 
posts of his diocese, perhaps only 
Bishop Ziegler and the speedometer 
of his car could tell. 

The work of a bishop in Wyoming 
is one to test the fiber of the strong- 
est. To vast distances are added the 
extremes of terrain — mountain coun- 
try and valley — and of torrid heat 
and bitter cold, Wyoming holds two 
United States* records in tempera- 
tures for heat. 118 degrees, and for 
cold, 66 degrees below. Wind-borne 
Wyoming gravel will blast the paint 
from any car; ranch road chuck-holes 
will break any spring or axle. 

Bishop Ziegler's constituents run 
the social and occupational gamuts 
—bankers, ranchers and filling sta- 
tion operators — but he is best known 
for his work among the Arapahoe 
Indians of the Wind River Reserva- 
tion, He has the oversight of some 
• r >0 widely separated parishes and 
missions and 30 unorganized mis- 
sions. Besides these there are edu- 
cational institutions for both boys 
and girls, including the widely known 
St. Michael'.* Mission School for A r- 
apahoes. and two church hospitals, 
all of which demand his watchful 
ca re. 

Epiphany people who "don't be- 
lieve in missions," are advised not 
to hear Bishop Ziegler Sunday morn- 
ing, March 9, when he will preach 
at the 11 o'clock service unless they 
are willing to change their minds. 
He does not scold or argue, but he 
knows what the Church can do in 
his diocese, and his land and his work 
become real and alluring as he talks 
of them.

Last week's Star published the 
Story of Mrs. Cameron's decoration 
by Great Britain with the Order of 
the British Empire for heroism dur- 
ing a German air raid near her home. 
She is chairman of the Woman's Vol- 
untary Service for her district. 

The Mayor of Winchester, Lt.-Gen. 
F H, Griffiths, in welcoming Mrs. 
Cameron said: "It is a very great 
pleasure to me to welcome on behalf 
of the City of Winchester, Mrs. Cam- 
eron, and to ask her to present, on 
behalf of our sister city in Massachu- 
setts-, the ambulance fur which they 
have so kindly subscribed. Mrs. Cam- 
eron is a native of Winchester, Mass., 
and on Jan. 2nd, last we had the 
pleasure of listening to her two sons 
■who were broadcasting from Amer- 
ica, where they an' staying with Mis. 
Cameron's parents. W'e also heard 
from the chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen of that city. 

"In that broadcast the chairman 



informed me that he was cabling 350 
dollars to provide a trailer ambulance, 
and that ambulance Mrs. Cameron is- 
presenting to us today. 

"1 should like to remind my follow 
citizens that the late Alderman 
Harry Collis, then Mayor, visited 
Winchester, Mass.. in 1930 for the 
celebration of their tercentenary. 
That is a long record for municipal 
in any country. > 
"Very cordial relations have ex- 
isted between our two cities since the 
last war and Christmas greetings 
are exchanged each year.

The completion of the new com- 
bination traffic tower for the crossing 
tender and oolicemen brings a much 
needed improvement in Winchester 
Square.

On the second floor there is a dual 
set of controls for the electric gates 
and the manual control box for the 
automatic control of traffic lights. 

The bei.ding was Dut in operation 
on Nov. 13, 1910, with Mr. W. E. Bar- 
rett. Superintendent. Mr. T. F. M - 
Guam, Trainmaster, and Mr. Kelly.

WINCHESTER GIRL WRITES OF 
CHINA'S BOMBINGS 



The following article, contributed 
by a reader of the Star and taken 
from a late magazine, will be of in- 
terest, to the pianv friends of Miss 
Jennie Crawford. Miss Crawford was 
born ami brought up in Winchester, 
and for many years- has been in 
charge of missionary work in China. 
Calmness and Courage Dm inn 
Air Raids 

During my recent furlough in 
America I thought of air raids and 
air raid alarms with dread and 1 had 
visions of them Upsetting all our 
regular work. After returning to 
Suifu West China, I was amazed at 
the way life went on, improvements 
made and signs of progress in spite 
of air raids and air raid alarms. Re- 
membering China of old I had vis- 
ions, during an air raid, of wounded 
being left wherever they fell to suf 
fer and nerhaps to die, until the "all 
clear ' signal came. A surprise was 
in store for me one bright moonlight 
night when Japanese bombers visited 
our north suburb. Within 15 minutes 
after the bombing started, first aid 
helpers had brought the wounded or. 
stretchers to cur two mission hos- 
pitals. As the wounded arrived we 
brought in small oil lanterns so as to 
see to give first aid treatment, pre- 
pared to blow them out as soon as 
we heard the bombers overhead. 

One Sunday, just before Pastor Shu 
had finished his sermon, an air raid 
alarm was given. Before I went on 
furlough such an alarm would have 
emptied the church. Again I saw a 
change. A few people lift the church 
but Pastor Shu went on with hi* ser- 
mon and ended the service in a digni- 
fied way. Then the rest of the people 
were dismissed. All had plenty of 
time to get to olaees of safety before 
the bombers arrived, 
j One day one of the city officials 
J called at our hospital on business. 
While there he remarked to some of 
the Chine*e "Every one will have to 
pray hard that nothing hapix-ns to 
these two mission hospitals (men's 
and women's) for they are all we 
have to depend on for the civilians in 
this City." — Lydia Jennie Crawford. 
Suifu, West China.

books to review but a great deal to 
tell of her "Little Journeys" to the 
homes of several well-known authors. 

With loving tare she described the 
farm house of Louis Brornfteld which 
she visited in Ohio. Feminine hearts 
were greetl with envy as they heard 
of his new home, typical Ohio farm 
house as to exterior, French Chateau 
as to interior. 

Mrs. Bond made predictions about 
the types of books which will soon 
flow from the presses. There will 
be, she said, a great many written 
lr- Englishmen about the English 
spirit in the face of disastrous war, 
a threat many written by Frenchmen 
who safely escaped from the Ger- 
man regime in their homeland, and a 
flood of books on the work of foreign 
agents in America. 

My Name Is Aram, the first book 
reviewed, with the vitality and 
breeziness of the author shows a 
trend in American writing. Aram, 
is a thinly-disguised William Saro- 
yan and in the account of his life 
we see struggles of the author lo 
find the underlying meaning of 
life. 

Random Harvest, which James 
Hilton wrote in Hollywood shows the 
influence of the movie technique on 
his style in its dramatic tension, its 
use of the flash-back. The book is 
a picture of a mind trying to re- 
establish itself and at the same time 
a picture of England from Nov. 11. 
1937 when the story opens. 

In the Bachelor Life, George Joan 
Nathan, the New York dramatic crit- 
ic, explodes many myths about the 
sad lot of the bachelor, at the same 
time he airs many of his trenchant 
prejudices which masquerade as 
opinions. 

I Must Have Liberty, by Isabel 
Palencia is her autobiography. She 
writes from Mexico where she and 
her family have established them- 
selves. Although the author has left 
her native Spain, she still hopes and 
works for its future. 

War Letters from Britain, which 
have been edited by Diana Forbes- 
Robertson are interesting because 
they are the work of English i>eople 
of all types, ages, classes. They are 
divided ' bv time into four main 
groups, the first group contains 
letters of Sitzkrieg, days while 
England waited for total war. the 
second letters about the fall of the 
Allies the third letters of the be- 
ghining of the battle of Britain, the 
fourth accounts of the Blitzkrieg of 
1940 

Mrs. Bond will review for her talk 
in the Library Hall on the morning 
of April 1 what she calls the spring

The at- 
titude of apneasement, therefore, 
was actually an inability or unwill- 
ingness to cope directly with an in- 
tolerable situation for fear of the 
even more intolerable situation which 
they knew was sure to follow their 
acceptance of the challenge.

SUEZ CANAL NOT AS VULNER- 
ABLE AS PANAMA TO 
BOMBING ATTACKS 

Although bombs recently have been 
dropped near the Suez Canal by Ger- 
man airplanes, as explosives were 
earlier dropped there by Italian fly- 
ers, it can hardly be expected that 
great damage will be done to the 
; waterway by such attacks, says a 
bulletin from the National Gaogra- 
1 phic Society. It has no locks to make 
j it vulnerable, as has the Panama 
; Canal. About the only damage that 
I could be Inflicted would be the des- 
I traction of terminal breakwaters and 
warehouses, the caving in of the 
banks, or temporary stoppage of 
navigation by the sinking of ships in 
the ditch. Repairs to such damage 
would not be difficult. 

Lakes Are Expansion Chambers 
Sea level short-cut between Eu- 
rope and Asia, says the bulletin, the 
Suez Canal unrolls it ribbon of water 
for 104.6 miles through desert and 
marshy lakes from Port Said on the 
Mediterranean to Port Tewfik (Tau- 
fiq at the head of the Gulf of Suez. 
It. slices through the low-lying Isth- 
mus of Suez, the narrow land bridge 
between Asia and Africa. The banks 
are mostly sand and gravel, although 
in places concrete as been laid along 



the shore at water level to prevent 
erosion. 

The northern half of the canal ia 
an almost straight ditch through the 
desert, while the southern half follows 
through an irregular chain of lakes 
which act as "expansion chambers" 
to take up the flow of the four-foot 
tide pouring in from the Red Sea; the 
Mediterranean is practically tideless. 

The dc>th of the canal has now 
been increased to 45 feet and the 
minimum width to 70 yards, thus al- 
lowing the passage of all but the very 
largest ocean vessels. Throughout al- 
most the entire length of the water- 
way two-way traffic is unimpeded. 
The rules of navigation often compel 
a nalatial ej-uise ship to draw aside 
to let a lowly tramp steamer puff 
by. Ships move through the canal 
under their own power, but are guid- 
ed by canal company pilots. Naviga- 
tion through the canal goes on night 
and day; in a twenty-four hour per- 
iod during normal times, 2. r > or SO 
ships may pass through. A railroad 
anil a fresh water canal parallel the 
shipway.

Marooned Fisherman 
Battles Sudden Flood 

GOOD fisher- 
man's luck al- 
most turned into 
tragedy for Wil- 
bur M. Mosley, of 
Mount Airy, N. C. 
Ignoring a heavy 
rainstorm, he got 
his tackle and 
went late in the 
afternoon to a fa- 
vorite spot on the 
Ararat River. 

He fished from 
a sandbar in the 
middle of the river. The bites were 
coming fast and he soon forgot the 
passage of time. When darkness fell, 
■with the rain still pouring down, he 
continued his sport. 

Three hours later Mosley gath- 
ered up his equipment and catch and 
prepared to wade ashore. He found 
he was trapped. The violent rain- 
storm had flooded the entire section. 
On either side of his "island" r;ued 
a swirling, boiling cur: : t a hun- 
dred yards wide. 

The sand bar on whi !i he stood 
had shrunk, he discovered, to a small 
strip. The water was rising so fi^st 
he knew he could not stay there. He 
had a flashlight in which he had put 
fresh batteries just before he eet 
out. With this, he found a long, stout 
pole. Armed with light and pole, he 
started out into the current, taking 
a chance on getting to shore. 

He gripped his pole and held to 
his light, trying to brace himself 
against the flood. Only desperate 
maneuvering enabled him to make 
any progress. Several times he went 
completely under water. 

"Every' few yards I thoupht it was 
all over," Mosley said. "Kach ti ne 
I managed to keep on my feet and 
hang to my pole. I could do that only 
because my bright light showed 
every whirlpool and rock. I worked 
along, actually foot by foot, through 
the whole hundred yards of current. 
When I got where there was solid 
ground under my feet once more, I 
•was so cold I was almost helpless." 

Mosley found a house near the 
river where he got thawed out and 
dried his clothes. The flood com- 
pletely submerged his "island" 
•hortly after he got ashore.

To the Editor of the Star: 

Previous to the Massachusetts 
State Election, Nov. 5, 1040, a large 
number of the citizens of Winches- 
ter, particularly some members of 
the Women's Republican Club, merci- 
lessly criticized Eugene A. F. Burt- 
mtt, Republican candidate for the 
G< vernor's Council. 

Among the many charges made 
against him, it was stated that he 
aided Governor Curley by his votes. 
As a matter of fact he was not in the 
Council during Governor Curley's 
term. Other statements equally false 
were made regardless of which he 
was elected by a large vote. 

Directly following Councillor Burt- 
nett's death a Boston newspaper pub- 
lished the following: 

"Governor Saltonstall paid trib- 
ute to his public service last 
night in a statement as follows: 
'I am shocked and surprised to 
learn of Councillor Burtnett's sud- 
den passing. He was a very cood 
friend of mine a hard-working 
public official and one of the most 
conscientious members of the 
Council. I shall miss him per- 
sonally and I shall also miss his 
advice and counsel. We talked to- 
gether about many matters at the 
State House today and I had 
asked him to attend with me the 
funeral services for the late Rep- 
resentative Hiram Dearborn of 
Somerville tomorrow.' " 
The representative of the Boston 
Herald on March 2, 1941, published 
the following: 

"The death of Councillor Eu- 
gene Burtnett of Somerville has 
deprived the council of its most 
industrious worker. A member of 
the committee on warrants, he 
took his duties seriously and 
passed uncounted hours in the 
council chamber making a care- 
ful inspection each week of the 
hundreds of vouchers passing 
through the council for official 
apnoval. 

"He was one of the few coun- 
cillors in rears who actually took 
this assignment seriously because 
it had been the custom- to accept 
the recommendations of the state 
comptroller's bureau without 
question. Possessing a retentive 
memory, he was able to recall 
details of any given warrant 
without difficulty." 
It would appear to the average 
person that Governor Saltonstall. who 
appointed the Councillor Vice-chair- 
man of Finance and the political 
writer of the Boston Herald might be 
in a better position to judge Coun- 
cillor Burtnett than his critics in 
Winchester.

NEW BATTERY NEEDS 
FURNISHINGS 



The President, we read, is strongly 
opposed to the ant i-st rike bill and 
other labor curbs now under consid- 
eration In the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee. He apparently still thinks, we 
read, that the badness of the labor 
picture is exaggerated, and has the 
pro-labor New Deal faction of bis sub- 
ordinates to consider. Meanwhile the 
strikes continue and multiply to such 
an extent that they are the chief do- 
mestic news, and if they can attain 
such prominence in these New Deal 
defence days, they certainly must 
amount to something We read of 
another strike in the aluminum Indus 
try and the threat to Ford, steel, auto 
manufacturers and coal. As an after- 
math of compelling Americans to buy 
their jobs when answering their Gov- 
erment's call for workers at Camp Ed- 
wards, the New Bedford union is now 
fighting over a collected $262,000. 
The bus drivers in New York struck 
because, apparently, the bus lines paid 
a dividend to their stock holders. This 
apparently should go to the union. All 
this turmoil appears to be viewed with 
complaisance by our administration. 
Tin- go ahead signal appears again 
to have been hung out, and appar- 
ently tin- old war cry of they're all 
with us is the 1041 slogan, With so- 
cial security, compensation insurance, 
minimum wages and hours, we are 
told that the strikes are justified an 1 
thai labor must live and receive aid 
in its endeavor to meet the rising 
prices — another feature which seems 
to be cast aside as wholly unimpor- 
tant. No wonder we read that no one 
should expect that the United Statis 
will ever be the same again as it has 
been. Viewing the whole picture it 
would seem that no business man is 
to be allowed to make any money. 
Rather he is to operate and work 
solely for the benefit of the masses. 
The masses, from present observa- 
tion, have little regard either for 
America or its system of government. 
Perhaps this L-— L bill just passed 
will aid in bringing a showdown. 
Perhaps also, some of these high of- 
ficials who view the situation with 
such complaisance, may have a rude 
awakening before long. We hope so 
in both instances.

Many famous and renowned lectur- 
ers have appeared on public school 
stages- — for educational or money- 
raising projects — but it is revealing 
and inspiring to find such a vigorous 
response to such an essentially cul- 
tural program as was presented by 
the Winchester Junior High School 
Associates in the high school audi- 
torium in Winchester last Friday 
nighr. 

Ruth St. Denis, who has been danc- 
ing before audiences for 35 years or 
more, in Europe and America, was a 
glowing vibrating proof of the vital- 
izing spirit of Dance. The (Jy-eek 
Choir of Boston and Lynn high school 
students, chosen for its educational 
significance and remarkable quality 
of beauty were most impressive as 
they came singing down the aisles of 
the auditorium, carrying lighted can- 
dles. 

The many student irroups, some of 
whom had trekked miles to this 
event, were enthusiastic and went 
away filled with delight, for they and 
the brilliant local audience had ex- 
perienced a remarkable demonstra- 
tion of the supreme artistry of Ruth 
St. Denis in her Improvisation to a 
hauntingly beautiful solo and chorus 
number of the Greek Choir. The 
conductor was Basil Pfangoulis; the 
soloist, Nicholas Kalafatas* and the 
song was "Old Dimus" legend of a 
famous Greek mountaineer warrior, 
who valiantly inspired his people to 
throw off their oppressors and become 
free. Poignantly significant was the 
singing of these spirited youths while 
at the very moment their relations 
in Greece battle their would-be op- 
pressors. 

The three Oriental Dances in the 
first part of the program of Miss St. 
Denis were rich in color and atmos- 
phere of exotic splendor, the Cadman 
Nautch not lacking in that delightful 
sense of humor which abounds 
in Ruth St. Denis along with the great 
power to inspire her audience. 

Another touch of this humor came 
when she at first "whispered" to the 
audience before her verbal explana- 
tion of her Dance Improvisation to the 
Choir, in order to imply her pledge 
of a silent performance. 

Miss Katherine Avon, recently from 
Hungary, accompanied Miss St. Den- 
is at the piano, and played ably dur- 
ing the intervals. 

The choir sang among other native

Tons of British bombs reported 
dropped on harbor works an ships at 
Tripoli in Italian Libia, recall the 
fact that this North African port was 
tile scene of the most daring exploits 
of American naval history, says a 
bulletin from the National Geogra- 
phic Society. 

It was in 1804, during the United 
Stati s-Tt ipolitan war which had been 
dragging on for several years, fol- 
lowing the refusal of the infant 
American republic to pay further 
tribute to the Rarhary coast pirates 

then hurrying a 1 l Mediterranean 
shipping, 

"My Country Right or Wrong" 

The hero of the occasion was 
Stephen Decatur, whose much quoted 
toast later became a watchword of 
national loyalty: "My country . . . 
may she ever be right; but rinrht or 
wrong, my country!" 

In February, 1904, Lt. Decatur, un- 
til r command <>f Commodore Preble, 
was assigned the task of destroying 
the former American vessel, the 
Philadelphia, which, with its officers 
and men, hail fallen into the hands 
"f the enemy. The ship lay in the 
harbor of Tripoli. 

With a crew of some 7"> men, Deca- 
tur— in a captured Tripolitan craft 
which had been rechristened the In- 
trepid—sailed without challenge into 
the Tripolitan harbor. Receiving per- 
mission to draw alongside their prey, 
the Americans boarded the Philadel- 
phia before her command realized 
what was happening. The Tripolitans 
were quickly overcome, the fires laid 
for the ship's destruction, and. in less 
than half an hour, Decatur and his 
followers were back in their own ves-

settlers in the first large-scale drive 
of the motherland to people her Lil>- 
ian "desert colony.' 

Around Tripoli are some of the 
most fertile areas for farming to be 
found anywhere in the colony. For 
there the precious, life-giving rain- 
fall amounts to some 12 inches a year 
and over, compared with less than 
eight inches for more than half of the 
country. The rains in the environs of 
Tripoli, moreover, are spaced over a 
longer period of the year than those 
in many other farm areas of Dibia 
where the annual total of moisture is 
concentrated within a month's time, 
or less. 



Many Ohioans Used Oxen 
The Ohio pioneers used oxen more 
than horses or mules in the hauling 
of timber and clearing the forests 
for cultivation.

But 
genius, which has often a whimsical 
way of passing the stately homes 
and "the best people" (if one may 
get forgiveness for using once and 
ironically, that phrase so ill suiting 
American lips!) planted itself in that 
out of the way school.

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The Story of the Telephone Industry in Winchester 

By EUGENE H. ANDREWS 

A Former Manager 

for This Area 



In February 1878 there occurred in 
the neighboring community at Wo- 
burn a public demonstration by Mr. 
Frederick A. Gower, an assosicate of 
Dr. Alexender Graham eBll, of the hit- 
ter's newly invented telephone. Fol- 
lowing this successful transmission 
of the human voice and music over a 
private outside wire, two young men, 
Messrs. J. Fred Buel and James Kim- 
ball, constructed in April of the same 
year another private line between 
their respective residences and gave 
numerous demonstrations of telephone 
efficiency. This, of course, all hap- 
pened before the introduction of tele- 
phone switchboards. 

A Near Central Office 

It was not until December 1881 that 
a telephone exchange was opened in 
the Grand Army Building in Woburn. 
This event was reported in the Wo- 
burn Advertiser in its local news 
column on Dec. 15, 1881. 

A Telephoned News Item 

In the same issue (Dec. 16, 1881) 
appeared the following bit of Win- 
chester news which was transmitted 
to the representative of that paper 
by telephone. 

"The report of the fire last night 
at John Richardson's place, which ap- 
pears in our Winchester department, 
was sent to us this morning very ex- 
peditiously by telephone." The item 
read, "Fire—John Richardson's barn 
on Washington street with a horse 
was burned about 10 o'clock last 
evening. lyiss $llf>0. Insured."

Pole Construction Granted 

According to the Winchester Star 
of July 30, 1892, the Selectmen of 
Winchester granted "permission to 
j the New England Telephone and 
| Telegraph Company for leave to 
I erect poles and string wires on certain 
streets of the town." This was pre- 
liminary to the establishment of the 
first telephone exchange in the town. 
New Telephone Exchange Established 
The Winchester Star of Sept. 17. 
1892 had the following news item. 
"The new metallic telephone service 
went into operation Saturday noon 
(Sept. 12, 1892) with 1"> subscribers. 
The remainder will be given the serv- 
ice as soon as the wins are put up

This was the first news story trans- 
mitted from Winchester to Woburn 
by telephone. Previous to this the 
only wire communication in Winches- 
ter with the outside world was by 
telegraph, which service had been in 
existence as far back as February 
1866. 

The First Telephone 

The earlii st tel phone installed for 
a subscriber in Winchester was that 
of Waldmyer & Co., tanners, in their 
plant opposite the Boston & Lowell 

passenger station. This telephone 

was connected with the new Woburn 
central office and was listed in the tel- 
ephone directory of March 18S2. the 
telephone number being 9651. At this 
time telephone numb irs carried no 
prefix; the particular number series 
designated the connecting exchange. 
The Woburn exchange numbers 
ranged from 9650 to 9749. Party line 
subscribers were then given individual 
numbers. The operating company of 
the Woburn exchange was the Subur- 
ban Telephone Company, the prede- 
cessor of the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company. 



and connections made, which will be 
within a few days. Subscribers speak 
in the highest ti rms of the advances 
made on the old method.

The location selected for the new 
exchange was on the second floor of 
the White Building, now 672 Main 
street. —then 188 Main street. The 
manager was Mr. Irving H. Jackson 
(now deceased), and the oneratorwns 
Miss Mabel McKim, who continued 
in that position until 1900 at which 
time she left to engage in a business 
venture. 

Previous to the establishment of 
| the Winchester exchange all lities 
were grounded and subject to in- 
duction difficulties and restricted 
largely to local and nearby service. It 
was now possible to communicate 
j with such long distance points as 
New York and Chicago. 

\ Public Tel-phone 

The first public telephone connect- 
ed to the new Winchester exchange 
was installed in the drug store of R.

"The new exchange of the New 
England Telephone and Teletrranh 
Company at 125 Washington street 
will be 'cut in'— as the technical 
phrase is — some time Saturday even- 
ing hairing unforeseen accidents. A 
cutover is regarded bv telephone en- 
gineers as a very important event 
and elaborate preparations which ex- 
tend over many months have to be 
made in advance of it. Even after the 
building is complete and the switch- 
board and the allied apparatus are 
all in place every possible connection 
has to be tested over and over again 
in order that the act of transferrins; 
the service from one switchboard to 
another may be accomplished with- 
out disturbance to any subscriber." 

On Oct. 2.->, 1907 the Winchester 
Star reported the "cutover" as hav- 
in - been effective as follows: 
"Without a Hitch. Cut-in of S>stem 
to New liuilding Done as 
Scheduled'" 

"The delicate task of 'cutting in' the 
new telephone exchange last Satur- 
day night was accomplished without 
the least friction so that the tel - 
phone users Sunday found no diffi- 
culty in gettinir the usual good serv- 
ice. Selectman Dwinell received the 
first telephone call at 1 1 :.'!() o'clock t 
night, his son being in the exchange 
at the time of the 'cut in.' There are 
a few defects yet to he overcome 
caused by the new method (if calling 
'central.' The ringing of all bells on 
a party line when a subscriber calls 
up 'central' will be tio signal appar- 
ent to the other persons on the line. 
This will cut off 'rubbering' to the 
extent of one half. 

"When Central calls up a subscrib- 
er on a party line the bells will ring 
as heretofore, so that there is as yet 
an opportunity for any one to listen 
if they care to, but it will be knoAn 
now on which line the curious person 



completed the operators at th? new- 
central take care of the calls just as 
if nothing had happened at the old 
office. If anybody should be listening 
in at his station when the line is cut 
over, he would hear a single sharp 
click. There is no interruption of the 
service. 

"The building which will administer 
to the needs of Winchester subscrib- 
ers is of a special type of American 
architecture due to the development 
of the telephone system. It is one 
of those designed under the direction 
of the Company's engineers in order 
that the peculiar demands of the 
business may be met and it is intend- 
ed to provide room enough for a 
ant that will take care of the in- 
crease of business during at least 
20 years." 

The Winchester Star of June 30, 
1911 under the caption. "New Win- 
chester Telephone Office Equipment" 
had the following: 

"The installation of a complete new 
central office equipment has been 
made in the Winchester office of the 
New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company. A switchboard with 
four sections, equipped for 1600 sub- 
scribers' lines, with frames, racks 
desks and power plant, has been cut 
into service. The installation of tho 
new equipment will undoubtedly mean 
the best of telephone service in this 
town. 

"The switchboard represents the 
latest and best in the art of telephone 
engineering. It is of the central bat- 
tery lamp signal type which is rec- 
ognized as the standard for telephone 
offices of this size. All of the equip- 
ment was made and Installed by ir.e 
Western Electric Company, the larg- 
est manufacturer of telephones in the 
world. This company makes all the 
telephones used throughout the en- 

! tire Bell System and in many other 

i communities as well.

12. 1912 in Savanah, Ga., by Mrs. 
Juliette Low, inviting school girls to 
the first Girl Scout meeting in the 
United States. 

The Girl Scout uniform has changed 
color three times since the organi- 
zation was founded on March 12, 
191,2. The first troops wore dark 
blue, later khaki was the approved 
color. It was not until 1927 that the 
green uniform now worn by the or- 
ganization's half million members be- 
came the official Girl Scout dress.

The World War attack on Egvpt, ! 
aided by German submarines and 
Turkish officers, was conducted main- 
ly by a native army of Senussi tribes- 
men, who swept across to Sidi Bar- 
rani on Nov. IS, 1915. A large frac- 
tion of the native members of 
Egypt's Camel Corps Coastguard de- 
serted bi the Senussi, and British au- 
thorities ordered the withdrawal of 
the garrison, as in 1940, eastward to 
the more secure base of Matruh. 
Three months late, however, the Brit- 
ish staged a small-scale blitzkrieg 
against the Senussi, with armored 
cars reinforcing their camel corps 
and cavalry, and recaptured Sidi Bar- 
rani on Feb. JS, 1916, thereafter us- 
ing the base to crush the invasion 
attempt entirely.

TOW \ MEETING DISSOM ED 



Posl Midnight Session Killed Town 
Meeting Changes, Town Bail Im- 
provement and Park Mem- 
bership Increase 

One hundred and ninety-five pre- 
cinct members concluded the war- 
rant for the current limited town 
meeting Monday evening in the town 
hall, voting to retain its limited town 
meeting act in substantially its pres- 
ent form, deciding not to remodel or 
improve the town hall, refusing to 
increase the Park Hoard from three 
to five members and accepting the 
proposal to purchase what amounts 
to 23 acres of land in the Shepard 
Brooks estate at the Medford line ad- 
jacent to the Girl Scout cabin and 
between Russell's Farm and the Peter 
Brooks estate. 

Other highlights were the appro- 
priation of $rj,Doo to improve nigh 
street and the proposal to eliminate 
the discharge of fireworks in Win- 
chester, except under municipal con- 
trol, the subject matter of the lat- 
ter article, after considerable argu- 
ment in its favor being referred to 
a committee for consideration and re- 
port. 

The meeting first authorized the 

expenditure 01 $2000 of the Ceme- 
tery Fund for the embellishment and 
permanent improvement of Wildwood 

Cemetery, and then appropriated 
925,000 to be administered as a gen- 
eral unemployment relief fund i ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Chap- 
ter 90 of the Acts of the General 
Coin, in ly36. An additional $44911 
was appropriated to continue the 
town's recreation center on Mt. Ver- 
non street. 

The committee established to con- 
sider and report on the matter of 
adult recreation in the public schools 
offered a brief but comprehensive re- 
port, presented by Mr. Kelley, in 
which it recommended that for lack 
of general interest such adult recrea- 
tion be discontinued. Mr. Kelley 
pointed OUt that during the entire sea- 
son, despite adequate advertising, on- 
ly hk persons registered for adult 
recreation, 40 of the xs registering 
for basketball. The greatest number 
participating in the receration pro- 
gram in any week was •'!:; and the 
committee felt because of such an 
evident lack of interest it would be' 
unwise to continue the program. 

The committee's report was ac- 
cepted and the meeting then voted" 
$f>0 for continued co-operation in the 
County Aid to Agriculture program, 
naming Charles Eshbach as director 
for the town. 

The first real debate of the meet- 
ing occurred under Article 17 with 
the motion to appropriate $12,000 for 
a Chapter !»0 project to relocate an. I 
improve High street from the point 
Where the construction job ended in 
1988, at the sixth tee of the Country- 
Club golf course to the present junc- 
tion of High and Ridge streets. 

Mr. Litchfield voiced the Select- 
men's approval of the project and 
other proponents included Mr. Rotun- 
<li, Mr. MacAdams, Senator Richard- 
son, Mr. Downs and Mr. Cullen. in 
general the arguments in favor were 
the necessity for removing the present 
dangerous curves in the road, the fur- 
nishing of work for needy citizens, 
the bargain the town is getting in 
doing the job as a Chapter 90 project 
and thus si curing appropriations to 
aid from the State and County and 
the fact that the Selectmen and oth- 
er town boards had long favored the 
proposition. 

In opposition were heard Mr. Farns- 
worth, Mr. Dwinell and Mr. Salt- 
marsh, who argued that the improve- 
ment is not necessary, that the street 
now serves the few families living 
upon it quite well enough, that im- 
provement will turn the street into a 
"through way" which might well be 
quite undesirable, that the street does 
not go anywhere to warrant its be- 
ing any better than it is now and 
that nothing that isn't needed, or 
wanted, is a bargain at any price. 

Questioning though not opposing, 
the proposed improvement were Mr. 
von Rosenvinge and Dr. Blaisdell, the 
latter asking just what proportion of 
the cost is to be paid by the Town, 
State and County. 

Several conflicting divisions of the 
cost were advanced, much to Mr. 
Tansey's confusion, Mr. Cameron fin- 
ally settling the question by stating 
that the Town will pay one-third of 
the cost, the 'State, one-half and the 
County, one-sixth. Mr. Schneider 
concurred, adding that the entire pro- 
ject will cost about $36,000. 

Mr. Sanderson warned that the 
proposed improvement will open some 
undesirable land and quite a sum will 
be necessary for sewer and water con- 
struction in the event the job is done. 
The motion to appropriate the $12,- 
000 ami do the work, providing the 
State and County contribute, was 
carried, however, 126 in favor and 
40 opposed. 

Under Article IS the meeting ac- 
cepted the Selectmen's layouts of 
Bonad road. Franklin road, Holly- 
wood road, Horn Pond Brook road and 
Wyman court, $11,200 being appro- 
priated for the necessary expenses 
in connection therewith. The altera- 
tion at the westerly corner of Everett 
avenue and Bacon street as made and 
recommended by the Selectmen was 
also accepted. 

This brought the meeting to the 
consideration of the article calling 
for the purchase of ten acres of land 
and the acceptance of a gift of the 
remainder of a parcel of land, total- 
ing 'J.S acres, at the Medford line, ad- 
jacent to the Girl Scout Cabin be- 
tween Russell's Farm on Main street 
and the Peter Brooks estate on Grove 
street. 

The sum of $10,000 was asked and 
in explaining the motion to acquire, 
Mr. Cameron stated that the Shepard 
Brooks heirs, owners of the land, are 
most desirous of selling it to the town 
to keep it in is present natural state

The 
club invited the citizens of the town, 
and tins meeting, followed up by 
constructive work, resulted in the ap- 
pointment of a superintendent of 
school.*. 

In 1884 a reception was- given to 
the president, Ann Winsor, on her re- 
turn from England. 

Same year — At the request of the 
Winchester Historical and Genealogi- 
cal Society, a history of The Fort- 
nightly, written by Miss Sarah Now- 
ell, was printed by the Society and 
presented to the New England His- 
toric and Genealogical Society. 

May 1880 the Hospital Committee 
reported a growing interest in the 
establishment of a training school 
which should be at the same time the 
first stepping stone to a hospital.

As the final wall of the old 
Chester Hotel on Main street f* 
a heap of bricks and rubble last week 
to make room for the erection of :» 
super-market, the final chapter was 
written in the history of a building 
that has had its ups ami downs since 
it was erected by the late Sunnier 
Richardson in 1872. 

The date when the building was 
built has been argued by old timers 
around the center, and some contend- 
ed that it was put up as early as 1847. 
Investigation by its last owner, Se- 
lectman James A. Cullen prove 1 
this date incorrect and it is believed 
that those inclining to it had in mind 
rather the S. S. Richardson building 
which stood across the street near 
Park street. 

Mr. Cullen contended that the date 
when tile building was built was 
1872 and as no trace of the building 
can be found in the records of the 
Registry of Deeds prior to that year, 
it would seem he is correct. 

The building was named Richard- 
son's Block, in honor of its builder, 
who made his home on the site of the 
present Fire Station in a house which 
previously had done duty as the 
"Adams School" on Swanton str»."t.

For example, if we had a quiz pro- 
gram about the Red Cross in Win- 
chester, would you come off with fly- 
ing colors one who "knows all the 
answers?" 

We wouldn't start with hard ques- 
tions, of course. We would give you 
a chance to steady your nerves and 
to recover your normal pulse and 
breathing rate by giving without any 
hesitation the right answer to this 
question: name six churches in Win- 
chester that have groups of women 
doing Red Cross work. 

That question we really ought to 
apologize for; it was too easy. It 
ought bo have said: name II church 
groups doing Red Cross work, and 
here is the correct answer: Baptist. 
Methodist, Second Congregational, 
Christian Science, St. Mary's, Epiph- 
any Episcopal, New Mope Raptist, 
Unitarian, and First Congregational 
churchs, and the Guild of the Infant 
Saviour of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion Church.

NAMESAKE 



In response to the recent letters 
sent to our town by our namesake in 
England, which have been given pub- 
licity previously in the Star, the Se- 
lectmen have replied with the follow- 
ing letter: 



The Hon. Lt.-Gen. F. H. Griffiths 
Major of Winchester 

The Mayor's Parlour 
Guildhall, Winchester, England 

March 24, 1941 

Dear Mr. Mayor: 

Your letters of Jan. 27 and 29 with 
the photographs and clippings ar- 
rived safely, both on Feb. 27, and 
were of great interest to our Board 
as well as to the townspeople. We 
enclose the reproduction which was 
printed in our local paper, the Win- 
chester Star, and the reprint of your 
clipping. 

The British Broadcasting Corpor- 
ation in New York is contacting 
"namesake' towns regarding frequent 
broadcasts to England in the near fu- 
ture and Winchester is on the list. 

News broadcasts from abroad start 
early in the morning here and are 
heard throughout the day and late 
evening. It makes the world seem 
much smaller to hear the commenta- 
tors' voices and brings heme to us 
very forcefully the terrible conditions 
abroad, although, of course, the news 
we get is so heavily censored that we 
really have no conception of what is 
actually happening. Are we mistak- 
en in thinking we hear the other 
morning that Winchester had been 
visited by the bombers? We hope 
we are. 

Our town is doing quiabe a lot for 
British relief through several com- 
mittees and we only hope that our ef- 
forts are being received where most 
needed. We are glad to know that 
the ambulance and rolling kitchen ar ■ 
in service. 

We all wonder at the way you ar ' 
carrying on in the face of such terri- 
fic attacks and have the greatest 
admiration for your spirit and dogged 
persistence in keeping things going, 

Our national Lend-lease Bill, as you 
probably know, has gone through gov- 
ernment legislation carrying tremen- 
dous appropriations, and except for 
the subversive groups, there is al- 
most unanimous sentiment here for 
full co-operating for Britain. 

We have recently been through our 
annual town election and our new- 
Board is pleased to greet you. 

May your courage never fail and 
the Royal Air Force increase! 

Cod be with you, and may this ter- 
rible war end soon.

The Reform Club, a local organi- 
zation with a membership of 400 
( dedicated to the reclamation of 
j drunkards, maintained rooms in the 
I building in 1870, and the Town Lib- 
| rary was located on the second floor 
I of the building for a time contmenc- 
| ing in 1874. 

At that time the building had a 
veranda extending across the Second 
floor, reached by a long flight of 
steps. Old timers aver that the old 
Knights of Labor, who were active 
in the leather industry in Winches- 
ter years ago, made their headquar- 
ters in the building, their leader at 
the time being "Jim" Mooney, a man 
who ran a tavern of sorts in the 
block and who was known far and 
wide for his tall silk hat and wooden 
leg. 

It is also reported that the Fort- 
nightly Woman's Club at one time 
conducted a cooking school in the 
building, which was acquired along 
in the late nineties by Charles L, 
Tyler. 

From Mr. Tyler the late Joseph EL 
Murray acquired the block and under 
the name of the Winchester Hotel 
ran the building as long as he lived, 
his widow continuing its management 
until 1024. 

For some years the hotel did a 
good business, having a restaurant 
on the first floor and hotel rooms 
above. The old hall was demolished 
and another floor added for increased 
living quarters. Mr. William J. Mur- 
ray, son of the former proprietors, 
told the Star that as many as 30 
transients had "demanded" accom- 
modations at the hotel on special oc- 
casions and had been put up on beds 
in the halls since in those days un- 
der the terms of certain hotel li- 
censes operators could not refuse ac- 
commodations to those who "demand- 
ed" them. 

For a time the Hotel maintain-! 
a stable at the rear of the building, 
in which six horses were kept regu- 
larly and horses of transients were 
put up. 

Along in 1012 or so the Hot 1 
figured in a kidnap case, details of 
which were carefully kept from t;i • 
papers because of the prominence of 
the family involved. 

One night a woman with a young 
child came to the Hotel to spend th" 
night. Her appearance and that of 
tli,- child aroused Mr. Murray's sus- 
picions and he called a Boston detec- 
tive agency, who had men at the Ho*- 
el in 20 minutes and the woman in 
custody. The child had been kid- 
napped from a prominent New- York 
family and a good sized reward came 
to Mr. Murray for his part in the 
affair. 

When Mrs. Murray disposed of the 
building in 1924 it was owned pri- 
vately for a time, but later was taken 
over by the banking interests, from 
which Mr. Cullen purchased it. Of 
late it has housed the Park Radio and 
photographic studio of Frederick W. 
Horsman with small apartments 
above. It was purchased during the 
past winter by P. T. Foley, loc-il 
plumber and member of the Board of 
Assessors, who is building the new 
building to house the super market 
which is to be occupied by the First 
National Stores. 

So Richardson's Block, or the 
Winchester Hotel, or the "Cannon- 
ball" as it has been known for some 
years now, is a thing of the past, 
along with other old buildings which 
have been wrecked to make room for 
more modern structures and business 
expansion.

Jackson by No Means 

Lacking in Education 

John Qulncy Adams declined to at- 
lend the ceremonies at Harvard col- 
lege in 1838 when the honorary de- 
gree of doctor of laws was conferred 
upon Andrew Jackson, then President 
of the Culled States. 

His reason, according to his diary, 
was that "as an affectionate child of 
our alma mater, I would not be pres- 
ent to witness her disgrace in con- 
ferring her highest literary honors 
upon a barbarian who could not write 
a sentence of grammar and hardly 
could spell his own name.'' 

Adams' estimate of Jackson has 
been challenged hy I>r. Archibald Hen 
uerson, who tells in the Raleigh (N 
C.) News and Observer, the result of 
his exhaustive researches regarding 
Jackson's eurly life. He finds that 
Jackson, as a boy, received a better 
education than the average child of his 
station in life. 

Luter he attended Wnxhaw academy 
He continued his studies in that pari 
of Carolina known then as New Ac- 
quisition. An account of the life of 
Rev. Francis Cummins, once a teacher 
at Bethel, S. C, shows that Jackson 
was one of his pupils and there Is 
evidence that for a short time Jackson 
attended yueen's museum in Char 
lotte. N. C.

Xhk tablespoons cornstarch 
1 cup canned unsweetened 
Hawaiian pineapple juice 
% teaspoon curry powder 
1 teaspoon cold water 

Cook cornstarch and pineapple 
juice, which have been mixed to a 
smooth paste, until thick and 
creamy, then add curry which has 
been mixed with the cold water. 
Beat thoroughly. Cool. It should 
be the consistency of a cooked 
salad dressing.

The records have within its pages 
the names of artists, scientists, and 
writers who have made their contri- 
bution to the world- we mention two: 
Julia Ward Howe and Col. T. W. Hig- 
ginson. The club gave a reception to 
Mrs. Howe on the evening of April 
29, 1890. The members and guests 
heard the story of "The Battle Hymn 
of the Republic." This was followed I 
bv the singing of the hymn. March 
12, 1894, Col. T. W. Higginson spoke 
on "People I Have Met." Among the 
many illustrious people he had met 
were Emerson, Holmes, Whittier, 
Tennyson and Carlisle. 

Five presidents served during the 
first 16 years: Ann B. Winsor, Cath- 
erine Folsom, Malina Dresser, Mary 
Gregory and Pleasantine Wilson. 

In 1897 under the presidency of J. 
AraUdle Punchard the first big phil- 
anthropic undertaking was organ- 
iced — the vacation playroom. For 
many years up to 100 children were 
kept busy with kindergarten work 
and for several summers added en- 
joyment was given by a barge ride 
and picnics with games and refresh- 
ments. This project developed until 
in 1907 a nursery was added accom- 
modating about 00 babies who were 
cared for by two experienced women. 
Several of The Fortnightly members 
took active part in this work besides 
raising funds for its maintenance. 



ident and with founders and most of 
tlie past presidents at this celebra- 
tion, a day of reviewing the aims and 
growth of not only The Fortnightly 
bul of the elub movement all over 
the United States must have been in- 
spiring. 

In 190*; Minnie C. Ely became 
pr< ident. One of the outstanding 
meetings of this year was an after- 
noon with Dickens by the club mem- 
bers with tableaus and readings. It 
seems to have been the feeling in the 
early days of the club that home tal- 
ent was more to be desired than 
speakers unless they were of the 
ver" highest class. 

Continuing the chronical from 
1907-1921, the records show that un- 
der Carrie F. Wheeler, the club pros- 
pered. $200 was raised toward the ex- 
pense of the Biennial — the State Fed- 
eration, with 900 delegates met in 
Winchester. The Chelsea fire, April 
12, 1908 called forth a heroic re- 
sponse. A larger income allowed 
more generous entertainment. The 
annual club magazine was presented 
by Mabel G. Nichols, March 23. 1908. 
The Civics Committee offered a prize 
for the best essay on the history of 
Winchester. For Gentlemen's Night, 
Wegia H. H. Tracy, at short notice, 
wrote a clever play called "The Sub- 
stitute" in which Blanche Reynolds 
took part. 

Anna M. Dunning served as presi- 
dent, 1909-1911. A Dutch Kermess 
lasting two days netted $1,000. Har- 
riet Hildreth's name was placed on 
the waiting list and one of the Home 
Talent Days allowed the different 
chairman to outline their plans for 




too large to use forks." The 1914-15 
season echoes the war, with money 
for Belgian relief, hospitals in north- 
ern France, linen for French hospit- 
als. There was a vote that members 
wear neither hat nor gloves at the 
luncheon. A day of dramatics gave 
200 at the business meeting and 600 
at the play. 

1915-1917— Stella R. Root (now 
Stella R. Robbms) president. Calen- 
dars were sold for philanthropies. 
There were contributions to State 
Forestry Association and to Anne 
Hutchinson's Statue for the Boston 
Public Library. On Dec. 18, 1915, the 
35th Anniversary was cell brated mid 
responses from past presidents. Muc.11 
interest was shown in home econom- 
ics, in town affairs, suffrage, war and 
Prohibition, Membership was limited 
to 000. Music committee offered four 
lectures and Art, three informal 
talks on "Design in Common Things." 

Annie F. Eaton presided 1917-1919. 
The Building Fund amounted to 
$375.86. On Dec. 9. the program was 
called "An Afternoon of Music and 
Humor." Presidents of 12 clubs spoke 
three minutes each. Because of 
United States entry into the war. the 
club voted to give up six meetings 
and give $50 for each to the Red 
Cross, money for entertaining boys 
at the front or returned, support, 
three French orphans— in all the 
club spent $8,043.16 in war work 
without curtailing regular charities. 

The next president was Lora A. 
Bond (now Lora A. Rhodes) 1919-21. 
Voted to invite to three meetings 
high school seniors and juniors and 
daughters of members. One hundred 
dollars voted for a school physician. 
Revision of By-Laws took much space 
in the Records. Community singing at 
several' meetings. Programs were ar- 
ranged by departments — one b^ Leg- 
islation . resulted in endorsement of 
many bills. The vacation school fund 
was transferred to the building fund. 
The playffround apparatus at Chapin 
School was presented to the Park 
Commission. Harriet C. Elmer's de- 
sign for a club seal was awarded the 
prize. 

1921-1923— Harriet C. S. Hildreth, 
president. The Fortnightly celebrated 
its 40th Anniversary. Two founders 
and nine past presidents were there. 
A short history of the club was read 
covering many activities for 40 years. 
During the social hour three large 



1928- 1924— Lillian T. Mason, presi- 
dent. The Education Committee as 
part of its program, gave books to 
the Winchester Public Library, in 
mi mory of seven members who had 
"passed on" during the year, thus 
8U r *nlying the reference department 
with much needed books and com- 
memorating the names of revered 
leaders of the club. 

Through the efforts of The Win- 
chester Star and The Fortnightly, a 
Social Clearing House had been in- 
augurated. Many organizations used 
this service which proved its neces- 
sity and worth. 

1921-192*'. Helen B. Emerson, pres- 
ident. Civic Welfare was the keynote 
during this administration. The Girl 
Scouts circulated flyers asking the 
townspeople to clean up their prem- 
ises to reduce the mosouito nuisance; 
a petition was circulated asking the 
Metropolitan Board to better con- 
ditions, an article was placed in the 
Town Warrant, asking that a com- 
mittee be appointed and a survey 
made with $300 to be appropriated 
for expense. It was favorably acted 
on at the Town Meeting. 

The Community Christmas Tree, a 
gift from the club, was presented to 
the Town, Dec. 24, 1925. Exercises 
were held in the Town Hall, the bells 
wire rung. The Stat- Federation song 
leader led the audience of several 
hundred people in singing Christmas 
Carols, prominent speakers took part 
in the program and at the end the 
people marched to the Common, 
singing carols, where the tree was 
brightly illuminated with colonel 
lights. The president presented the 
tree to the town which was accepted 
by the chairman of the Park Board. 
A tablet was placed at the foot of the 
tree, dedicating it to the memory of 
Ann B. Winsor, founder and first 
presidi nt of The Fortnightly. 

1920-1928— Dr. Mary T. Maynard. 
president. The Dramatics Committee 
presented a proeram, printed in a 
special edition of the Fortnightly 
News showing a cover design, a short 
story, children's and advertising 
pages; 432 present. The Conservation 
Committee planted in the Middlesex 
Fells, the so - called "Fortnightly 
Grove." One hundred Oregon spruce 
were set out near the log cabin; an 
attractive sign was placed there and 
at Christmas time community sing- 
ing was enjoyed.

In 1898 we find The Fortnightly 
arousing interest in the town for Dis- 
trict Nursing in Winchester by con- 
ducting a special meeting with speak- 
i to which many of the townsneople 
^re invited. 

In 1898 during Electa M. Sherman's 
presidency, the town proposed tot 
abolish kindergaten and manual 
training in the schools; the club held 
a meeting and aroused the interest of 
the women to such an extent that the 
town meeting which was to vote on 
this subject was crowded by the 
ladies to the exclusion of some of the , 
men voters — a most unusual occur- 
rence — and the motion was verted 
down. 

In 1901 Ida L. Ripley became pres- 
ident. In looking over the subject of 
the lectures at this time, we find a 
varied program with literature, 
travel, domestic problems, legisla- 
tion, music, all included with a grow- 
in*- interest in the social hour which 
adds to the friendliness of the mem- j 

Under Lena R. Wellington in 1903 
"Gentlemen's Nights" were featured 
and were most successful and it is in- , 
teresting to note that at the 25th an- ■ 
niversary e>f the club (three years: 
later) one of the speakers prophesied 
that in the future there would be I 
neither men's clubs or women's clubs 
but rather a club where both should 
be joint members. 

In the fall of 1904 the club de- 
cided to wage war on the gypsy 
brown tail moths which had become a 
serious menace. A circular telling of 
this danger and the best means of

ing the early 80' s . At a public recep- 
tion in the Town Hall the president 
presented an etching by W. H. W. 
Bicknell "Midwinter in Winchester. 
Massachusetts" to the Mavoress of 
Winchester, England, from the mcm- 
!>ers of The Fortnightlv. Mayor and 
Mayoress Collis from Winchester. 
England, were guests in Winchester 
during the celebration. 

During the last ten years, two new 
departments have been added. During 
Idabelle Winship's presidency, the 
club voted to form a special commit- 
tee called the Preservation of An- 
tiques. Under the leadership of Miss 
Eleanor Hudson (now Eleanor Hud- 
son Welch) this Committee' had a 
urogram of pilcrimages, exhibitions, 
hobby shows and lectures. It was due 
to the efforts of this committee that 
the Fortnightlv voteel to sponsor the 
formation of a Winchester Historical 
Society. Two years later, April 1935, 
Gladys Wilson -resident, announced 
that the State Federation had voted 
to inaugurate a department of Pres- 
ervation of Antique's because of the 
outstandip" work of our Antiques 
group. Miss Eleanor Hudson was 
chosen chairman and later became 
chairman of the newly created divis- 
ion of Antiques in the General Fed- 
eration. 

The club went on record as favor- 
ing the organization of a Junior Fort- 
nightly; two senior advisors were an- 
ointed and February 25, 1935 the 
Juniors held its first meeting.

Natives of the archipelago were 
once cannibals, noted among early 
mariners for their treachery and cun- 
ning. Missionaries have succeeded 
in converting the tribes from canni- 
balsm, for the most part, but even 
now strangers are in danger among 
isolated tribes. 

At the eastern end of Emirau :s 
Eulolou Harbor and on the northern 
coast is Hamburg Bay. The great- 
est of the German traders in the mid- 
dle of the past century were from 
Hamburg, the firm of Godeffroy & 
Sons. 

In 1 884 a German protectorate was 
declared over the archipelago, which 
was named after Bismarck the fol- 
lowing year. The German New Gui- 
nea Company was set up as the gov- 
ernmental agent. 

The Royal Australian Navy, on 
Sept. 1.1. 11*14, took possession of the 
Bismarck Archipelago without much 
opposition. The islands, used as nav- 
al bases by an enemy, would be dan- 
gerous to the Australian Continent, 
and for that reason a mandate over 
them was assigned to Australia.

Tampico, enforced haven of Italian 
and German ships (one of which was 
recently seized while attempting' to 
run the British blockade) is at the 
lar end oi the geographic blind alley 
of the Ciulf of Mexico. To reach even 
the threshold ul the exit from the 
Golf, the bottled-up ships must steam 
some 800 miles, points tut a bulletin 
from the National luograpr.ic Soci- 
ety. After that, innumerable islands 
i narrow and bar thi way to th-.- open 
'. Atlantic, from the gieat body of 
C uba, whose head is thrust across the 
center of the Gulf opening, to the 
dozens of smaller islands, spaced like 
a giant handful of vari-shaped land 
scraps strewn from the tip of Flor- 
ida to the South American mainland. 
The City Thai Oil ltuilt 
Modern Tampico is a city of some 
70,(100 people, the first port of Me x- 
ico. It has one of the country's 1 out- 
standing harbors, with improved 
breakwaters and jetties, huge. ware- 
houses and modern dock machinery. 
It is on an international air line, 
linking North, Central and South 
America. Three railway lines have 
their termini at Tampico. One runs 
northwestward to Monterrev to tie 
in with steel stretching over north- 
ern Mexico and beyond into the 
United Suites. A second drives west- 
ward to San Luis Potosi. and thence 
south to Mexico City; while the 
third extends a short distance south- 
west of Tampico, to tap important 
petroleum regions. In addition, canal 
services operating both north and 
south of the port provide still an- 
other travel facility in these parts. 

Yet 40 years ago Tampico was a 
sleepy little town with no more than 
10,000 inhabitants. Its exports were 
few and unimportant, drawn from a 
fertile but undeveloped back coun- 
try. Sanitation and health there left 
much to be desired. 

Then came the swift development 
of neighboring oil fields, as some of 
Mexico's most productive wells came 
in at the rate of hundreds of thous- 
and barrels a day. During the World 
War, when prices were high, one such 
producer accounted for 260,000 bar- 
rels of petroleum in the first 24 
hours. Some 200 million barrels of 
oil flowed through the port in 1029. 

Tampico became the city that oil 
built. Oil nipelines cut across the 
Countryside to it, "like so many tele- 
phone wires." Barge lines brought 
still more oil from upriver regions 
of the Panuco, on which Tampico 
lies. Huge steel storage tanks rose 
along the river banks, from a point 
beyond the city to the Gulf. 

As a result of the boom, Tampico 
is today a city of wide, naved streets 
and big buildings, in interesting con- 
trast to older sections of mellowed
